WESTERN LINES. 


Throngh Rates to This Coast Taken 

Under Consideration. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Dec. 2.—The western lines 
met again today for the purpose of 
considering the passenger situation on 
through rates to the Pacific Coast. It 
was decided that all lines should return 
at once to the old schedule of commis- 
sions, and that all rates in all parts 
of the territory of the through lines 
should be restored as early as practica- 
ble, and that they shall be maintained 
strictly hereafter. It is proposed by 
some of the lines to reorganize the 
Transcontinental Passenger Association 
and a call for a meeting to be held 
with that object was issued today, 
signed by the Atchison, Burlington and 
Rock Island roads. 


The meeting is to be held December | 


14 in St. Louis. Some of the roads are 
of the opinion that any effort to reor- 
ganize the association is premature Just 
at this time, when it will be impossible 
for the Union Pacific to enter into any 
agreement. On the other hand, it is 
contended that the other lines can go 
ahead with the reorganzation and by 
the time the agreement is finished, the 
Union Pacific will be able to become 
@ member. 

Managers of the Joint Tarffic Asso- 
ciation have modified the rules govern- 
ing the use of .the Central Passenger 
Committee mileage tickets. Hereafter 
mames may be written on the stub at 
the convenience of.the owner of the 
tickets, instead of the signature being 
affixed in the presence of the agent. 
Other minor changes have been made.

Paralysis Succeeds a Mild Case 
| Of the Crip. 


| Executive Leaves Washington for 


His Old Home. 


The Sufferer’s Vocal Chords at First 
Affected — Succeeded by Semi- 
Consciousness—Her Son Abner’s 

Arrival Greatly Cheered Her. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
CANTON (0O.,) Dec. 2.—At an early 


| hour this morning, Mrs. Nancy Allison 


McKinley, the venerable mother of the 
President, was stricken with paralysis, 
and her death is believed to be only 
@ question of a short time. 
Mrs. McKinley was stricken has there 
been a favorable feature in her Case. 
That the attack would ultimately end 
in death was the first fear of the fa:n- 
ily on discovering her illness, and fle 
consultations of the attending physi- 
cians have tended to confirm this be- 
lief. Every effort is being made to 
render what will doubtless prove to de 
her last illness, as free from suffering 
as possible. 

The paralysis, when it first appeared. 
was not of a serious form and seemed 
to have only affected her vocal chords. 
She was able to walk from her own 
bed-chamber to-that of her daughter, 
Miss Helen McKinley, to give the first 


j intimation of the attack, and at that 
time seemed to be in possession of all 


mental and physical faculties, but soon 
afterward a change was noticed, and in 
the afternoon she sank into a condition 
of semi-consciousness, in which she 
has since remained. 

*‘Mother’’ McKinley must have been 
stiicken some time during, last night, 


|}. but the first intimation she had of any 


change in ‘her condition was when she 
awoke this morning and found herself 
unable to speak. She walked to the 
room of her daughter and aroused the 
latter. At once Miss McKinley saw 
that something had happened. She 


awakened the other members of the. 
family, and .a physician was called.’ 


He-~-at- once pronounced the~ trouble 
paralysis. 

Mother McKinley has beén ill for 
several days with a mild attack of the 
grip. She had been up and about the 
house, and no serious results from 
her illness were apprehended. Her son, 
Abner McKinley of New York, ar- 
rived in Canton Tuesday, and his 
mother seemed to be greatly cheered 
by his presence. Yesterday she was 
so bright and cheerful as to cause the 
family to remark on her improvement, 
Mr. McKinley saying he had not seen 
his mother looking so well and rugged 
for a number of years. That being 
her condition when she retired last 
evening, the blow to the family upon 
discovering what had come upon her 
during the night was a sad one. Dur- 
ing the forenoon a letter from the 
President was read to the aged suf- 
ferer, and in response to questions if 
she understood its contents, she nodded 
her assent. 

Abner McKinley communicated with 
the President as soon as he learned 
the serious nature of the illness of 
his mother, and the President asked 
that he be advised immediately of 
Soon after noon Abner 
McKinley notified the President that 
the sufferer had lapsec into semi-con- 
sciousness, and promisee to communi- 
cate further at 5 o’clock in the after- 
noon. The President did not wait for 
the 5 o’clock message. He responded: 
“Tell mother I will be there,” and at 
once prepared to start for Canton. He 
is expected to arrive here at 10 o’clock 
tomorrow morning. 

Dr. Phillips, when he saw the pa- 
tient at 6 o’clock this evening, had lit- 
tle to add to what he had already 
said, to the effect that she was very 
ill, and stood but little chance of re- 
covery. It was the opinion of the 
doctor that she could not last more 
than a few days, and that the end 
might come at any time. 

The patient has taken liquid nour- 
ishment at intervals, and _ will not 
suffer from want of food. Abner Mc- 
Kinley said late tonight that °§ he 
thought his mother was sinking: rap- 
idly, and he feared the end was not 
far off. , 

Mrs. McKinley came of a race of 
hardy pioneers, who laid the founda- 
tion of the American republic. She was 
Miss Nancy Campbell Allison, and was 
born at New Lisbon, O., in 1809. Her 
family originally came from England 
to Virginia, thence to Pennsylvania, 
and finally settled permanently in 
Ohio. She was married to William Mc- 
Kinley, Sr., January..6, 1829, and was 
living in a two-story frame house, still 
sianding near Niles, O., when her dis- 
tinguished son was born, January 29, 
1843. Mrs. McKinley was a woman of 
sterling qualities, frugal, industrious, 
pious and proud of her sons. Her pat- 
riotism was strong and passionate, and 
her intellectual power was truly won- 
derful. Her husband died November 24, 
1892. Like the mothers of Garfield and 
Grant, she lived and rejoiced to see her 
son President of his and her country. 

When President McKinley entered 
Congress, over twenty years ago, he 
was away from his mother much of the 
time until he retired from Congress to 
make the canvass for Governor in 1891. 
During his service, from 1892 to 1896, as 
Governor, he went to Canton frequently 
to visit his mother, and he was with 
her from January, 1896, until he went 
to Washington last March. Previous 
to entering public life, the President 
was always located near his parents 
and spent much time with them. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

CANTON (0O.,) Dec. 2.—Mrs. Nancy 
Allison McKinley, mother of the Presi- 
dent, wes stricken with paralysis this 
morning. and it is feared that her death 
is only a question of a short time. 

The yaralysis at present is of but 
a mild form), but owing to her ex- 
treme age, nearly 89 years, Dr. Phillips, 
the atiending physician, can give but 
little hupe to the family. 

Abner McKinley of New York has 
been visiting here for a few days, and 
when his mother was stricken this

make a call in time to advise by 1 
o'clock. The physician's statement to 
the family, was that there was little 
doubt that the attack would ulti- 
mately result in death, but that there 
was no indication as yet as to when 
the end might come. The attack was 
very light, and fn a younger person 
would not necessarily be regarded as 
dangerous, but to one of her age, there 
is every probability that the attack 
wonld become aggravated. The end, he 
said, might be in a short time, or it 
might be in a week or even a longer 
interval. 

Mother McKinley for some time has 
not heen in real good health, having 
suffered from a mild form of grippe 
with which she has been afflicted, but 
she was able to be up and about the 
house. 

Wednesday she seemed to have ma- 
teriaWy improved, and her bright and 
cheerful humor was especially noted 
by the members of the family. 

Abner McKinley remarked that he 
had not seen her in such apparent 
good spirits for years. She retired as 
usual Wednesday night, occupying a 
room adjoining that of her daughter, 
Helen. About the hour the _ family 
usually arises in the morning, Mother 
McKinley walked to Miss Helen Mc- 
Kinley’s room and awakened her. 
The latter addresesd her mother, and 
receiving no reply, surmised that some- 
thing was wrong. She immediately 
dressed, and summoned the household 
and a physician. 

Except in the failure of the vocal 
organs, Mrs. McKinley shows but 
little evidence of the paralysis. She 
is in full possession of her mental fac- 
ulties, recognizing all of the family 
and others who see her, and taking an 
interest in whatever transpires. A let- 
ter was received from rae President 
this morning, and was read to her 
by Miss Helen McKinley, who _in- 
quired if she understood the letter. To 
this, Mother McKinley nodded her as- 
sent. Her physical powers up to noon 
were but little affected by the paraly- 
sis. She was able to walk to her 
daughter’s room before her illness was 
knowr, and since she seems able_ to 
handle herself almost as well as usual,

THE PRESIDENT LEAVES.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—President 
McKinley left the city at 7:20 o’clock 
tonight over the Pennsylvania road to 
hasten to the bedside of his sick mother 
at Canton, where he will arrive. to- 
morrow. With him went Judge Day, 
Assistant Secretary of State, the two 
occupying the Pullman car Davy 
Crockett, attached to the regular train. 

The President had made hurried ar- 
rangements for his departure, and dur- 
ing the afternoon disposed of a large 
volume of business ay siting his atten- 
tion. He reached the station unattended 
a few minutes before the time for the 
train to laeve. Desiring to avoid any 
demonstration, the President instructed 
the’ coachman to 4rfive to the bag- 
gage entrarice, where Assistant Secre- 
tary Day, Secretary Porter and Exect- 
tive Clerk Cortelyou awaited him. The 
President’s stay at Canton will depend 
upon the condition in which he finds 
his mother. If she improves, he will 


return to Washington in time for the 


opening of Congress, and later again to 
to Canton.

THE DOLGOROUKY’S BODY RE-

Her Death Occurred in a Pesthouse 
at San Salvador—Count de Cas- 
tro and the Woman's Companion 
Arrested With One Other—Un- 
explained Mystery.

NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Herald’s Panama cable 
says: 

“Concerning the death of the Princess 
Dolorouky in San Salvador, the cor- 
respondent sends word that it occurred 
October 27 in the yellow-fever pest- 
house. Edmond Moreau, who had been 
traveling with the Princess, refused to 
provide either a shroud or coffin for her 
body. Moreau, Arturio Ferrary and 
Count de Castro were arrested at the 
requestof the French Charge d’Affaires 
in Guatemala on the accusation that 
they had appropriated money, jewels 
and a Stradivarius violin belonging. 
to the woman. 

“After being in jail for some time, 
the prisoners were released on’ the re- 
quest of some French official. There 
is an air of mystery about the case 
which has not been explained in San 
Salvador.”’

PRAGUE, Dec. 2.—[{By Atlantic Ca- 

ble.] The Ambulance Association has 
issued a report showing that within 
ihe last twenty-four hours four per- 
sons have been killed, 150 dangerously 
wounded, and 500 more or less se- 
riously injured. Twenty shops have 
been burned out. 
_ As a further indication of the grav- 
ity of the situation, troops to the num- 
ber of 10,000, equipped with ammuni- 
tion and other paraphernalia, as for 
a campaign, have been engaged in sup- 
pressing the riots. 

It is not exactly martial law that has 
been proclaimed, but rather the insti- 
tution of summary civil procedure, 
called standreicht, whereby a sp?cial 
tribunal of seven judges is empowered 
severe 
sentences for offenses ordinarily pun- 
Ashed mildly. There is appeal 
against a death sentence by the trib- 
unal, which must be put into execu- 
-tion within two hours by the military, 
if the hangman is not available. 


The intimate knowledge the mob has 


displayed of the exact position of all 
the wealthiest German housen and of 
valuable German property, show that 
‘the riots were organized in advance. 

The young Czechs have paraded the 
streets wearing plundered jewelry, and 
comparatively few German houses have 
escaped attack. 

Further troops are being drafted 
into Prague from Vienna and _ else- 
where, and tomorrow there will be at 
least 12,000 soldiers in the city and its 
suburbs. 

TWENTY-FIVE RIOTERS 
PORTED KILLED.

VIENNA, Dec. 2.—The parliamen- 
tary deadlock continues. Baron 
Gdutsch, the new Premier, has made no 
progress toward a compromise satis- 
factory to the rival factions, and it 
begins-to be feared that the present 
Reichsratch will not reassemble. Cer- 
tain it is, that if the Reichsrath meets 
with Dr. von <Abrahamovich in the 
chair, the same disorderly scenes will 
occur as before. 

Riots, more or less serious, are re- 
ported from Innesbruck, Brunn, Linez 
and Saaz. In some cases it.is alleged 
that the disturbances have been en- 
couraged by the municipal authorities, 

Generally the Bohemian Jews have 
suffered most. 

A report is current tonight, though 
as yet unconfirmed, that a mob at 
Prague attacked the soldiers and a 
sanguinary encounter ensued. Ac- 
cording to the rumor the troops fired 
four volleys, killing twenty-five rioters 
and wounding many.

The Report Which ix Exciting the 
Spaniards of Havana.

“No details of the killing of the 
Spanish commander have been re- 
ceived, beyond the statement that he 
was shot in a battle with a force of 
insurgents while on the march from 
Sagua la Grande on the 
coast of Santa Clara zo Trinidad, on 
the southern coast of the same 
province, where he was to take a ship 
and go to Manzanillo in the eastern 
province of Santiago de Cuba. Off- 
cials at the palace declare that the 
story must be thoroughly confirmed 
before they will believe it. They say 
the last reports from ‘Gen. Prando 
were that he would be on his way to 
Manzanillo by this time. Gen. Prando's 
plan was to march right through the 
heart of territory which Gen. Gomez’s 
foree is declared to have cuntrolled. 

“Communication with the. forces in 
the field has not been regular, and 
until further direct news from Gen. 
Prando’s army is received the Havana 
authorities will be in a state of the 
greatest anxiety. Simultaneously with 
the report of Gen. Prando’s death, 
comes news of a battle with insurgents 
near Matanzas, in which the Spanish 
forces were routed and driven from 
the field. This engagement was bit- 
terly fought, and it is asserted that 
the losses of the Spanish were very 
heavy.

CRISPI AND HIS FOES. 


IN HIS OLD AGE THE STATESMAN 
PLEADS FOR HIS HONOR. 


Chamber of Deputies Commission 
Inquires into the Charges 
Against Him in Cennection 
With the Bank of Naples Senn- 
dais and Trafiie in Decorations. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


ROME, Dee. 2.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
Me.] Today the Chamber of Deputies 
appointed a commission of five to in- 
quire into the charges against Sig. 
Francesco. Crispi, former Premier, in

in decorations, 

The proceedings are the result of 
a recent decision of the Italian Court 
of Cessation, which quashed the judi- 
indictment brought against him on the 
ground that the ordiuesry tribunals of 
justice were not competent to deal 


with such charges brought against a | 


former members of the government, or 
his conduct while in the government. 
The Court of Cessation, held that such 
charges must be dealth with by Par- 
liament, which was ise contention of 
Sig. Crispi, and the judicial proceed- 
ings were thrown out. 

’ The special commission was ap- 
pointed after an impressive speech by 
Sig. Crispi, in which ne declared that 
he desired the most ample and com- 
plete discussion of the whole ques- 
tion, and did not dread the light, 
which, he said, could reveal nothing 
against him. 

“T am the victim of calumny,” he 
asserted, ‘and should have brought 
suit against my calumniators if the 
matter had not been referred to the 
chamber.” 

Sig. Crispi recalled his past labors 


‘on behalf of Italy, ane he admitted 


that there had been times when he 
erred. He claimed, however, from his 
compeers an unbiased judgment, and 
asserted that he was prepa:ed to testify 
before the commission, and to omit 
nothing so that the matter might be 
probed to the deepest, adding patheti- 
cally, “but it will be very hard at 78, 
after devoting sixty-three years to the 
service of my country.” 

This passage of the speech provoked 
Violent interruption, and the president 
Gf the chamber formally warned. two 
Socialist Deputies, who were particu- 
larly virulent. 

Sig. Crispi, after order was restored, 
said: ‘Il remain calm, even in the 
face of my adversaries’ invectives. I 
have a serene conscience, and | shall 
die, when my time comes, with the 
name of Italy upon my lips. But I ask 
to be allowed to pass my last days 
quietiy. If Italy needs me, I shall al- 
Ways be ready to serve her, but I do 
not have, and never haye had, ambi- 
tion for power.” 

. At the conclusion of his speech, a 
number of Deputies gathered about 
him to congratulate him and to shake 
his hands. 

. Sig. Crispi, the most brilliant 
Italian statesman since the days of 
€avour, is called upon to face, in his 
extreme old age, not accusations of 
political crimes, but ordinary felonies. 
He has already been subjected to the 
humiliation of magisterial examination 
dn connection with charges of com- 
ati in the frauds that wrecked the 

nk of Naples, the Bank Roman, the 
Bank of Sicily and other kindred insti- 
tutions. The Crispi Cabinet was driven 
deg office as the result of these scan- 
als. 

In each case the insolvency of the 
Dank appeared to have been brought 
about through blackmafling ex'tortions, 
to which it was subjected by leading 
politicians and government officials of 


the day. Most of this dishonesty took 
Place during the administration of 
Crispi. 


Not even his most relentless enemy 

has ever accused him of plundering 
the banks to his private resources. On 
the contrary his countrymen for the 
most part accepted his assertion that 
the money extorted from these insti- 
tutions was used by him for the secret 
Service of the government and in elec- 
toral expenditures. 
: Unfortunately for him the ftudicial 
authorities who inquired into the cir- 
cumstances that led to the failare of 
the banks discovered that amons the 
most voracious of the plunderers was 
Signora Crispi, the veteran statesmen’'s 
Wife. It was stated at the time that 
from one bank alone something Ike 
£.10,000,000 (about $2,000,000) found its 
Way into her private banking account. 
and it was urged and is still urged 
that Sig. Crispi. not being a_ rich 
man. must have Known of his wife’s 
predatory demands, as in no other 
Way could he have accounted for the 
large sums of money she expended 
wpon her estallishment while he was 
in power.

DUTCH SUGARS. 


Ruling That They are Subject to a 
Discriminating Duty. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury today decided that 
the Netherlands government pays a 
bounty on all rail and refined sugars 
exported from that country, and hepce 
under the new tariff act all suge&rs 
from the Netherlands entering the 
United States are subject to a discrim- 
inating duty equal to the export bounty 
paid. The exact rate of this counter- 
vailing duty has not yet been definitely 
ascertained, but it is said that it will 
approximate 48 cents per 100 pounds 
on raW sugar, and a slight advance on 
those’ figures on refined. It is known 
that the Secretary has also ’come to 
the conclusion that the Belgian govern- 
ment pays an export bounty on sugar, 
and a decree to this effect may be ex- 
pected in a short time: The additional 
duties will apply from September 22 
last.

THOSE STOLEN CHECKS. 


Dr. Goddard Finds Them in the 
Prosecuting Attorney’s Hands. 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS DAY REPONT.] 


KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) Dec. 2.—At the 
resumption of the murder trial of Dr. 
Jefferson D. Goddard this morning, At- 
torney Watson, for the defense, sprung 
a sensation when, addressing Judge 
Longan, he said: ‘‘We claim that the 
checks which the prosecuting attorney 
says Goddard stole from the body of 
Jackson and were taken from this de- 
fendant at the police station, and then 
disappeared, are in the possession of 
the prosecuting attorney.” 

The statement surprised both Judge 
and counsel, and Prosecutor Lowe 
seemed astounded.. The jury Was re- 
tired at Watson’s request, While the 
defense ‘filed and argued a motion or- 
dering Prosecutor Lowe to produce the 
checks. 

A lively word-battle ensued between 
Lowe and Watson, and Judge Longan 
finally ordered the prosecution to pfe- 
sent the checks. They aggregated $4000 
and were made payable to Dr. Goddard 
They were passed to the defendant,who 
after glancing them over, hasuly ex- 
claimed with excitement: “They are 
forgeries! They are forgeries!” 

In each instance save one, the al- 
leged signature of Mrs. Jackson was 
different from the known original. The 
checks had heretofore been withheld, 
although the State only closed its side 
yesterday. At the conclusion of the in- 
cident, Attorney Watson opened his ar- 
gument for the defense. The State had 
tried to show that Mrs. Jackson had 
given large sums of her husband’s 
money to Goddard.

CALIFORNIA ONTO LONG-DISTANCE 
POWER TRANSMISSION. 


So Says Vice-President Hawley of 
the Cataract General Electric 
Company of Rochester—A New 
Trolley System—Prosperity. 


_ [BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Frank Ws Hawley of Roches- 
ter, vice-president of the Cataract Gen- 
eral Electric Company, who has re- 
turned from a trip through California, 
reports great prosperity throughout the 
Pacific Slope. 

“California is certainly enjoying 
great prosperity,’”’ said Hawley, “and 
people do not seem to be interested 
in the question of free silver. Fine 
raisins, produced in the central part of 
the State, are fast supplanting the 
Spanish raisins sold largely in this 
country. In Southern California’ the 
orange crop is large, and people are 
planting many new  wnavel-orange 
groves. 

“Ejectrical developments in Califor- 
nia are far in advance of those of other 
States. In fact the State is the pio- 
neer in long-distance power transmis- 
sion. Power is generated in the 
canhons of the mountains and trans- 
mitted by overhead wires to Riverside, 
Fresno, San Bernardino and Sacra- 
mento. The longest distance is seventy- 
five miles. } 

“Within the next six months I ex- 
pect to see the trolley system estab- 
lished on the Erie Canal between 
Tonawanda and Rochester.” 


CHICAGO FRAUDS. 


Big Reduction in. Water Assess- 
ments—Gallons Per Capita. 
[ASSUCIA TED. PRESS NIGH’ sEPORT.] 
CHICAGO, Dec. 2.—The preliminary 
report of Expert Accountant Harper, 
work for several 
months investigating water-office 
frauds, was read at a meeting of the 
committee appointed to revise’ the 
water rates today and showed a sensa- 

tional state of affairs. 

According to Harper, from May 1, 
1895, to April 30, 1897, an aggregate of 
$454,985 was made in decreases or reduc- 
tions in assessments of the water by 
various: city officials, without any ap- 
parent reason or authority. It also de- 
veloped during the meeting that Chi- 
cago is furnishing 125 gallon of water 
per capita, while other large cities find 
thirty gallons per capita sufficient. 


BLANTHER LOCATED. 


He Was in Atlanta When Durrant’s

A_ special dispatch from 
Shanghai announces that the Em- 
peror of China has declared that he 
would rather forfeit his crown than 
agree to conditions dcn:anded by Ger- 
many as redress for the murder of 
the two German missionaries, Nies and 
Hennle, and the destruction of Ger- 
man mission property in the province 
of Shan Tung. 

Admiral Diedrich, the German com- 
mander of Kiaochau Bay, the dispatch 
further states, has proclaimed martial 
law in the district around Kiaochau. 

China, the dispatch concludes, asks 
that her dispute with Germany be 
submitted to arbitration appointed by 
Holland and Belgium. 

MORE GERMAN MARINES.

Russia Coming Out Strong. — 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The Navy 
Department has received information 
to the effect that Russia is about to 
become possessed of three new tor- 
pedo boats that will be easily the fast- 
est war craft in the world, capable of 
the enormous speed of 38 knots per 
hour, with every probability of making 
40 knots when pressed. This great 
speed demands greater power than can 
be supplied by ordinary engines, 80 
that the boats will be driven by steam 
turbines, having four separate shafts 
with three screw propellers on each 
shaft.

California Wine Makers’ Convention 
is Concluded—Battery D Afloat. 
Ah Sam Runs Amuck—The 
Gold-seekers. 


- [ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
BAKERSFIELD, Dec. 2.—In_ the 
Davidson murder case today the prose- 
cution closed. It was shown that the 
killing took place in the streets of 
Randsburg. The defendant’s wife was 
running a restaurant and he was liv- 
ing in Los Angeles. He wrote and tele- 
graphed her repeatedly to join him in 
Los Angeles, but when she refused he 
‘came up to thé mining camp. Meeting 
her in the street he caught her by the 
hand and shot her twice, the last time 
after she fell to the ground. Two other 
shots were fired, but missed the pros- 
trate body. 
The killing was not denied by the 
defendant’s attorneys. The defense 
opened by reading the deposition of the 
defendant’s father, a physician of St. 
Louis. He said the defendant’s mother 
wasinsaneat the time of hie birth and 
had been so for times for some months 
‘before, and was so ubequently. He also 
said the defendant, when 10 years of 
age, fell and injured his head and fre- 
quently thereafter complained of pains 
in the head. 
he defendant sits in court paying 
no attention to any of the proceedings, 
staring wildly all the time. 


‘THE PRATT ESTATE. 


Decision of the Lower Court Af- 
firmed by the Higher, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 2.—The Su- 
preme Court of the State of California 
has affirmed the decision of the lower 
court upholding the validity of the 
trust will executed by the late O. C. 
Pratt, over whose estate, valued at 
more than $1,000,000, such acrimonious 
litigation has been had for many years. 
Thought Pratt executed the will, gen- 
erally throughout this State, and in 
the city particularly, the contest in the 
‘courts has come to be kno as the 
Goodspeed will contest; this for the 
reason that the executor of the estate 
of Lucy R. Goodspeed took a promi- 
nent part in the struggle in the courts. 
The facts of the case, in brief, are as 

follows: | 

A. C. Pratt died testate on October 
24, 1891. In his will, after devising 
certain specific property to his wife, 
child, brothers and sisters, he gave all 
the rest to A. H. Crew and yland 
Goodspeed, as trustees, to hold and 
manage in trust for the several bene- 
ficiaries during a period of seven years. 
In a codicile I. C. Lusk was appointed 
trustee in the place of Goodspeed. By 
the terms. of the ninth section of the 
will the trustees were to pay an an- 
nuity of $7500 to Lizzie Pratt, the wife 
of the deceased; $1200 to Kate Pratt; | 
likewise a certain specified amount to 
Mrs. Goodspeed, while provisions the 
same in character were made for nu- 
merous other relatives in this State 
and in eastern cities. : 
‘Action was commenced in the Su- 
perior Court of Butte county after the 
death of Pratt, and finally a decree of 
distribution in’ accordance with the 
terms of the will was filed May 27, 
1893, and the accounts settled for the 
year 1894. An appeal to the Supreme 
Court of the State was taken for the 
purpose of finally determining if the 
trustees were entitled to the vast prop- 
erty held in trust. The Supreme Court 
has so decided, affirming the decision of 
the Superior Court of Butte couhty. 


SKULL AND WILL. 


Some of Mrs. Hawley’s Remains to 
Appear in Court. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
FRANCISCO, Dec. 2.—Mrs. 
William E. Hawley committed suicide 
in Oakland September 7, and a Cor- 
oner’s jury recorded a verdict of sui- 
cide that same afternoon. The remains 
were buried the following Thursday 

in her former home in Napa. 

The will that Mrs. Hawley left, be- 
queathing her property to her husband, 
has been contested by her sisters and 
‘brothers, her remains have been ex- 
humed and her skull is now in the 
hands of a San Francisco chemist for 
examination. The relatives charge 
that the will produced by the husband 
which is intended to benefit him to 
the extent of $30,000, is a forgery, and, 
While they will say nothing as to the 
purpose of the examination of the 
Skull, they have put detectives on the 
case, and the supposition is that they 
desire to prove that Mrs. Hawley did 
“not commit suicide. 


A HOT DISCUSSION, 


Who is the Proper Custodian of 
Ebanks, the San Diego Murderer? 
PRESS DAY REPORT. } 

N FRANCISCO, Dec. a 
United States District Court 
torneys Deuprey and Boardman for 
the petitioner, and Carter, for the 
Attorney-General, debated whether the 
Sheriff of San. Diego, or Warden Hale 
was the proper custodian 
Ebanks, the San Diego murderer. 


The former argued that the order of 
September 30 was spent and void; that 
the order of November 5 was void from 
the beginning, and, therefore, without 
force or effect, and consequently that 
Warden Hale had no right to detain 
Ebanks. 

Judge de Haven listened for a few 
moments, and then said: “I should like 
to know whether it is disputed that 
the Supreme Court of California has 
Stayed the execution of the prisoner?” 

“There is no dispute,”’ replied Deu- 
prey. “The certificate of probable 
cause was issued yesterday.” | 

“Then,” continued the Judge, ‘“al- 
though I am fully satisfied that Judge 
Torrance’s last Order is null and void, 
and that it would be proper for this 
court to stay the execution of Ebanks 
under such order, I am satisfied that 
the prisoner is lawfully in the custody, 
of the warden. 

“In view of the fact that the Su- 
preme Court of Californ:a has already 
done all that the United States Dis- 
trict Court could do, I shall dis- 
charge this writ and remand the peti- 
tioner to the custody of Warden 
Hale.”’ 

Mr. Deuprey announced that he in-

tended to appeal, but Judge de Haven 
told him that he would not allow an 
appeal; would not sign a citation, and 
would not approve \a bond. 

“Should I do’‘so,” added the Judge, 
“I would lay myself open justly to a 
reprimand from the Supreme Court of 
the United States.” 

Assist. Atty.-Gen. Carter asked 
Judge de Haven to remand the pris- 
oner’ to San Quentin on the order of 
| the Superior Court of San Diego, dated 

September 30. 

The Judge denied the request, say- 
ing that if he should make any order 
further than that already. made, it 
would be to remand the prisoner to the 
custody of Warden Hale under the 
writ of habeas corpus. 


WINE MAKERS MEET. 


Plans to Improve the Co-operations 
of Other Grape Growers.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 2.—The 
California Wine-Makers’ Corporation 
concluded its third annual convention 
today. The present board of directors 
was reélected and given full power 
to conduct the business of the cor- 
poration on the lines heretofore fol- 
lowed by that body. The directors are: 
Henry J. Crocker, John H. Wheeler, 
Cc. F. Montealegre, W. J. Hotchkiss, 
B. W. Paxton, D. M. Delmas, H. B. 
Chase, P. C. Rossi and Peter Ball. A 
resolution was adopted providing 
“that a committee of three be ap- 
pointed by the chairman, outside the 
board of directors, to study over and 
report to the president within sixty 
days, a plan to improve the codpera- 
tion of the grape growers of the State 
in the objects of this corporation, and 
to devise means by which the mutual 
interests of both the grape growers and 
wine makers may be secured and fur- 

thered.”’ 

Another resolution was adopted, pro- 
viding for a committee to solicit wine 
makers to join the corporation. 

After the adjournment of the con- 
vention the board of directors met 
and organized by electing the following 
officers: President, Henry J. Crocker; 
vice-president, P. C. Rossi; treasurer,

FALSE AFFIDAVITS. 


Two Fresno Witnesses to Be Pro- 
ceeded Against for Forgery.

FRESNO, Dec. 2.—Ah Fook; con- 
victed of murdering Ah Wing, when 
brought up for sentence yesterday, 
introduced on his motion for a new 
trial affidavits from D. P. Bostwick 
and G. W. Gray setting forth that 
they had been in court when Witness 
Ragsdale for the prosecution had tes- 
tified, and that he had not been sworn. 
The matter went over until this morn- 
ing. When court convened today, af- 
fidavits were read from the offiters of 
the court, setting forth that Rags- 
dale had been properly sworn.

DECIDED VOID. 


Supreme Court Renders a Decision 
Regarding Testators’ Rights. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 2.—The 
right of a testator to suspend the 
power of alienation of nfs property has 
again been decided void by the Su- 
preme Court; but this decision is based 
entirely upon the fact that an appeal 
was not taken within the time speci- 
fied by law. Had the appeal been 
properly taken, the trust would have 
been declared void, and the property 
been distributed according to the code. 

The question was raised in the case 

of Orville C. Pratt, who died on Octo- 
ber 24, 1891, in Butte county. He left 
a will, and, after giving certain stated 
properties to his wife, children and 
brothers, he put in a trust clause, ‘by 
which he placed the remainder in the 
hands of two trustees, toebe held in 
trust by them for certain purposes. 


THE BELLA’S CARGO. 


Not Half the Food That is Needed 
on the Klondike.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 2.—Edgar I.. 
Strauss of this city, a member of the 
Pacific Stock Exchange, has received 
a letter from his brother-in-law, Janes 
W. Morrison, who is now at Dawson 
City, which confirms the news of the 
scarcity of food on the Klondike. He 
says: “The steamer Bella arrived, 
bringing about eighty tons of provi- 
sions, but still that will not, be sufii- 
cient.

Brings a Sloop to Port Under Gunny; 
sack Sails.

Dispatch.] Steamer Elmore arrived 
from Tillamook this evening, having 
left there early this morning. Her 
master, Capt. Schrader, states that 
during last evening a thirty-foot sloop 
with five men and one woman arri‘ cd 
there in distress. The sloop, which is 
believed to be Anna Cartewik. was 
twenty-two days out from San Fran- 
cisco and for Alaska, and had passca 
through sever experience during re- 
cent storms. Her mast had been car- 
ried away, and her mainsail and jib 
lost. She ran into Tillamook harbor 
vith an oar for a mast and sacks 
sewed together for sails, 

All on board were well and uninjured, 
but reported that they had never ex- 
pected to get ashore alive, as. for sey- 
eral days the sloop was tossed about 
with the seas continually breaking over 
her. She was loaded down almost to 
the water’s edge with supplies, but all 
were intact. J 

The experience has not deterred the 


party, and when the sloop is repaired 


and new sails secured she will start 
for the North again. Capt. Schrader 
did not learn the names of those on 
board, but she. desired to be reported 
in San Francisco. One of the men 
stated to a passenger on the Elmore 
that the solitary woman on the sloop 
was the best sailor of the party, and 
when the men gave up the ship, she 
practically took, command and made 
the men rig up a jury mast. 


BAKED HIS LEG. 


Sophomore Hinman at Berkeley 
Cures a Sprain.

Hinman’s leg was wrapped [n avsorbpent 
cotton and placed in the cylinder, with 
non-conducting rubber bags closing the 
interior, so that the hot air could not 
escape. After three bakings, the sprain 
was entirely cured.

CLARK CALLED IN. 


THE CONSULAR AGENT AT PUIRA, 
PERU, IS CENSURED. 


‘He Used the United States Coat of 
Arms for Ignoble Purposes and 
Would Make No Statement 
Therefor. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Secretary 
Sherman has closed the case of Emil 
Clark, Consular Agent at Puira, Peru, 
which attracted much attention some 
months ago, by calling for the resig- 
nation of Clark. On April 22 last Clark 
was ousted from the quarters used be- 
low as the United States consular office 
and above as a residence. 

It was stated at the time that the 
consulate had beein sacked, the house 
plundered and an indignity put upon 
its government through its representa- 
tive. The State Department promptly 
called on Mr. Clark for particulars, 
which he said he would furnish. The 
Peruvian Minister, Sefior Eguiguern, 
put a different phase on the matter by 
submitting a statement that Clark was 
in arrears to a considerable amount on 
rent for the building; that only the 
lower portion was used for consular 
purposes, althqugh he had placed the 
United States coat-of-arms on all doors 
of the house, thus using the American 
emblem for ignoble ~ purposes. The 
courts had given a regular decree 
against Clark, it was stated, directing 
him to vacate the premises for non- 
payment of rent, and in pursuance of 
this decree he was ejected. . 

Secretary Sherman waited until re- 
cently for Mr. Clark’s statement, and 
as this was not furnished after five 
months the Secretary directed our Min- 
ister at Lima, Mr. Dudley, to call on 
Clark for his resignation, unless the 
proofs of the alleged sacking were in 
hand. Mr. Dudley had evidently not 
received the proofs, for he has notified 
the State Department that he has 
called on Clark for his resignation.

Mine in the Cascade Mountains 
With Provisions Giving Ont, 
The Bride a Former Leader of 
Denver Soctlety.

DENVER,’ Dec. 2.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Miss Laura Eliska Leet, who, 
on October 18 last, was married to Ar- 
thur A. Roller, a former School-of- 
Mines student and captain of the '96 
"Varsity football team, is passing 
through one of the most' thrilling hon- 
eymoons ever experienced by a bride. 
She and her young husband are impris- 
oned at the Monte Cristo silver mine in 
the Cascade Mountains of Northern 
Washington, hemmed in on all sides 
by great masses of snow. Provisions are 
beginning to grow scarce and it is al- 
most impossible to replenish the now 
nearly exhausted stock. It is probable 
that the young woman, if she escapes, 
will be forced to brave the hardships 
and dangers of a snowshoe trip of thirty 
miles to civilization. 

A letter, ten days over due, has just 
reached her friends in this city, telling 
them of the perilous position in which 
the young wife finds herself. No com- 
munication between those at Monte 
Cristo and the outside world can be had 
except by means of daring messengers 
Who are sent over the frozen crust on 
snowshoes. The letter says that those 
who have hazarded their lives in mak- 
ing the trip to or from the mine, ‘of 
whom there have been but two or three, 
report narrow escapes from avalanches, 
which the slightest provocation sends 
crashing down the mountain sides, car- 
rying with them huge trees and hboul- 
ders of great size. 

One of the few messengers to reach 
the railroad station carried Mrs. Rol- 
ler’s letter. The snow-bound _ party 
lives in hopes that the snow will soon 
melt sufficiently to enable them to 
pack in provisions on backs of burros. 
Mrs. Roller is a former leader of Den- 
ver society, and her friends here are 
numbered by hundreds. She is the 
daughter of ex-Alderman John E. Leet. 
Immediately after her marriage to 
young Roller the couple proceeded to 
the Monte Cristo mine, where he had 
secured the position of assayer.

IN HIS OLD AGE THE STATESMAN 
PLEADS FOR HIS HONOR. 


Chamber of Deputies Commission 
Inquires into the Charges 
Against Him in Connection 


With the Bank of Naples Senn- 
dais and Trafic in Decorations. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


ROME, Dec. 2.--[By Atlantic Ca- 
Me.] Today the Chamber of Deputies 
appointed a commission of five to in- 
quire into the charges against Sig. 
Francesco Crispi, former Premier, in 
connection with the Bank of Naples 
scandals, and the allegee illegal traffic 
in decorations. 

The proceedings are the result of 
a recent decision of the Italian Court 
of Cessation, which quashed the judi- 
indictment brought against him on the 


ground that the ordiuesy tribunals of 


justice were not competent to deal 
with such charges brought against a 
former members of the xovernment, or 
his conduct while in the government. 
The Court of Cessation held that such 
charges must be dealth with by Par- 
liament, which was ise contention of 
Sig. Crispi, and the judicial proceed- 
ings were thrown out. 

The special commission was ap- 
pointed after an impressive speech by 
Sig. Crispi, in which he declared that 


he desired the most ample and com- 


plete discussion of the whole ques- 
tion, and did not dread the light, 
which, he said, could reveal nothing 
against him. 

“Tl am the victim of calumhy,” he 
asserted, “and should have brought 
fuit against my calumniators if the 
matter had not been referred to the 
chamber.” 

Sig. Crispi recalled his past labors 
on behalf of Italy, anew he admitted 
that there had been times when he 
erred. He claimed, however, from his 
compeers an unbiased judgment, and 
asserted that he was prepe:ed to testify 
before the commission, and to omit 
nothing so that the matter might be 
probed to the deepest, adding patheti- 
cally, “‘but it will be very hard at 78, 


after devoting sixty-three years to the 
service of my country.” 


This passage of the speech provoked 
Violent interruption, and the president 
Gf the chamber formally warned two 
Socialist Deputies, who were particu-: 
larly virulent. 

Sig. Crispi, after order was restored, 
said: ‘“] remain calm, even in the 
face of my adversaries’ invectives. I 
have a serene conscience, and I shall 
die, when my time comes, with the 
name of Italy upon my lips. But I ask 
to be allowed to pass my last days 
quietiy. If Italy needs me, 1 shall al- 
Ways be ready to serve her, but I do 
not have, and never have had, ambi- 
tion for power.” 

_At the conclusion of his speech, a 
number of Deputies gathered about 
him to congratulate him and to shake 
his hands. i 
. Sig. Crispi, the most brilliant 
Italian statesman since the days of 
€avour, is called upon to face, in his 
extreme old age, not accusations of 
political crimes, but ordinary felonies. 
He has already been subjected to the 
humiliation of magisterial examination 


dn connection with charges of com- 


licity in the frauds that wrecked the 
ank of Naples, the Bank Roman, the 
Bank of Sicily and other kindred insti- 
tutions. The Crispi Cabinet was driven 
from office as the result of these scan- 


dais. 


In each case the insolvency of the 
Dank appeared to have been brought 
about through blackmailing ex‘ortions, 
to which it was subjected by leading 
politicians and government officials of 


the day. Most of this dishonesty took 
place during the administration of 
Crispi. 


Not even his most relentless enemy 
has ever accused him of plundering 
the banks to his private resources, On 
the contrary his countrymen for the 
most part accepted his assertion that 
the money extorted from these insti- 
tutions was used by him for the cecret 


gervice of the government and in elec- 


toral expenditures. 

: Unfortunately for him the fuadicial 
authorities who inquired into che cir- 
cumstances that led to the failare of 
the banks discovered that amone the 
most voracious of the plunderers was 
Signora Crispi, the veteran statesrran's 
wife. It was stated at the time that 
from one bank alone something like 
£.10,000,000 (about $2,000,000) found its 


. Way into her private banking account.

that Sig. Crispi. not being a_ rich 
man, must have known of his wife's 
demands, as in no other 
Way could he have accounted for the 
large sums cf money she expended 
upon her establishment while he was 
in power.

An American Syndicate Has Applied 
for Railroad Concessions.

_, DUTCH SUGARS. 


Ruling That They are Subject to a 
Discriminating Duty. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury today decided that 
the Netherlands government pays a 
bounty on all rail and refined sugars 
exported from that country, and hence 
under the new tariff act all sug&rs 
from the Netherlands’ entering the 
United States are subject to a discrim- 
inating duty equal to the export bounty 
paid. The exact rate of this counter- 
vailing duty has not yet been definitely 
ascertained, but it is said that it wil 
approximate 48 cents per 100 pounds 
on raW sugar, and a slight advance on 
those figures on refined. It is known 
that the Secretary has also come to 
the conclusion that the Belgian govern- 
ment pays an. export bounty on sugar, 
and a decree to this effect may be ex- 
pected in a short time. The additional 
duties will apply from September 22 
last. 

The amount of raw sugar imported 
from the Netherlands during the last 
year Was over 88,000,000. pounds, of 
which 25,500,000 were not above No. 16 
Dutch standard, and 62,700,000 above 
that number. The sugar imports from 
Belgium during the last year aggre- 
gated over 123,000,000 pounds, of which 


nearly 121,000,000 was below No. 16.

THOSE STOLEN CHECKS. 


Dr. Goddard Finds Them in the 
Prosecuting Attorney’s Hands. 
{ASSUCLIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


\ KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) Dec. 2.—At the 

resumption of the murder trial of Dr. 
Jefferson D. Goddard this morning, At- 
torney Watson, for the defense, sprung 
a sensation when, addressing Judge 
Longan, he said: ‘‘We claim that the 
checks which the prosecuting attorney 
says Goddard stole from the body of 
Jackson and were taken from this de- 
fendant at the police station, and then 
disappeared, are in the possession of 
the prosecuting attorney.” 

The statement surprised both Judge 
and counsel, and Prosecutor Lowe 
seemed astounded. The jury was re- 
tired at Watson’s request, while the 
defense filed and argued a motion or- 
dering Prosecutor Lowe to produce the 
checks. 

A lively word-battle ensued between 
Lowe and Watson, and Judge Longan 
finally ordered the prosecution to pre- 
sent the checks. They uggregated $4000 
and were made payable to Dr. Goddard 
They were passed to the defendant,who 
after glancing them over, has.ily ex- 
claimed with excitement: “They are 
forgeries! They are forgeries!” ) 

In each instance save one, the al- 
leged signature of Mrs. Jackson was 
different from the known original. The 
checks had heretofore been withheld, 
although the State only closed its side 
yesterday. At the conclusion of the in- 
cident, Attorney Watson opened his ar- 
gument for the defense. The State had 
tried to show that Mrs. Jackson had 
given large sums of her husband’s 
money to Goddard. 


FURIOUS GALES. 


THE COASTS OF ENGLAND ARE 
SUFFERING IN CONSEQUENCE, - 


The Storms Said to Be Unexampled 
and are Accompanied by Hail 
and Snow—British Vessels Col- 
lide With Damaging Results.

Cable.] Fierce storms again broke out 
over the coasts of England last night, 
and the scenes recorded during the 
early part of the week are reoccurring.

Heavy snows have fallen 
in several parts of France. 

Tha British ship Persian Empire, 
from London for Table Bay, collided 
with the British steamer Carlisle City 
during a gale Tuesday, while off Peal, 
and the Persian Empire was consider- 
ably damaged on her port side. 

LIFE-SAVERS DROWNED.

MARGATE (Eng.,) Dec. 2.—The vol- 
unteer life-boat capsized this morning 
off Nayland Rock.

CALIFORNIA ONTO LONG-DISTANCE 
POWER TRANSMISSION. 


So Says Vice-President Hawley of 
the Cataract General Electric 
Company of Rochester—A New 
Trolley System—Prosperity. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Frank W. Hawley of Roches- 
ter, vice-president of the Cataract Gen- 
eral Electric Company, who has re- 
turned from a trip through California, 
reports great prosperity throughout the 
Pacific Slope. 

“California is certainly enjoying 
great prosperity,’ said Hawley, ‘‘and 
people do not seem to be interested 
in the question of free silver. Fine 
raisins, produced in the central part of 
the State, are fast supplanting the 
Spanish raisins sold largely in this 
country. In Southern California’ the 
orange crop is large, and people are 
planting many new  navel-orange 
groves. 

“Ejectrical developments in Califor- 
nia are far in advance of those of other 
States. In fact the State is the pio- 
neer in long-distance power transmis- 
sion. Power is generated in the 
cafions of the mountains and trans- 
mitted by overhead wires to Riverside, 
Fresno, San Bernardino and Sacra- 
mento. The longest distance is seventy- 
five miles. 

“Within the next six months I ex- 
pect to see the trolley system estab- 
lished on the Erie Canal between 
Tonawanda and Rochester.” 


CHICAGO FRAUDS. 


Big Reduction in. Water Assess- 
ments—Galtons Per Capita. 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGH’ sEPORT.] 
CHICAGO, Dec. 2.—The preliminary 
report of Expert Accountant Harper, 
work for several 
months investigating water-office 
frauds, was read at a meeting of the 
committee appointed to revise’ the 
water rates today and showed a sensa- 

tional state of affairs. 

According to Harper, from May 1, 
1895, to April 30, 1897, an aggregate of 
$454,985 was made in decreases er reduc- 
tions in assessments of the water by 
various: city Officials, without any ap- 
parent reason or authority. It also de- 
veloped during the meeting that Chi- 
eago is furnishing 125 gallon of water 
per capita, while other large cities find 
thirty gallons per capita sufficient.

OBEY GERMANY. 


Admiral Diedrich Reported to Have 
Proclaimed Martial Law in the 
District Around Kiaochau—China 
Asks for Arbitration. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, Dec. 2.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] A special dispatch from 
Shanghai announces that the Em- 
peror of China has declared that he 
would rather forfeit his crown than 
agree to conditions den:anded by Ger- 
many as redress for the murder of 
the two German missionaries, Nies and 
Hennle, and the destruction of Ger- 
man mission property in the province 
of Shan Tung. 

Admiral Diedrich, the German com- 
mander of Kiaochau Bay, the dispatch 
further states, has proclaimed martial 
law in the district around Kiaochau. 

China, the dispatch concludes, asks 
that her dispute with Germany be 
submitted to arbitration appointed by 
Holland and Belgium. 


MORE GERMAN MARINES.

IMPROVEMENT FOR CHICAGO. 


Proposed Transformation of Chi- 
cago River into a Boulevard. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

CHICAGO, Dec. 2.—Twenty miles of 
dock on the lake front and the trans- 
formation of the Chicago River into a 
boulevard by covering it with a culvert 
from end to end, is what Charles T. 
Yerkes proposes for Chicago. 

The street-car magnate appeared be- 
fore the City Council. Committee on 
Harbors and Bridges and vigorously 
opposed the proposed deepening of the 
Chicago River and the lowering of the 
tunnels. He urged that the city should 
grant the 6000 feet of lake front it owns 
between Randolph street and Park Row 
to a corporation with $50,000,000 capital 
to build twenty docks, each a mile long, 
which, at the end of fifty years, will 
revert to the city at the bare cost of 
construction. 

“Build them of stone,” said he, “and 
Chicago will have the finest docks in 
the world, not excepting those at Liver- 
pool.”’ 

If his lake-front harbor plan were 
carried out, he suggested that the river 
be covered with culverts and made into 
a boulevard, extending from the mouth 
to the ends of the north and south 
branches, making, the speaker said, 
the oe magnificent boulevard in the 
world.

QUAKES IN MISSOURI, KANSAS AND 
ARKANSAS. 


Furniture Rocked at Pratt, Mo.—Vi0- 
lence at Wellington and Hane- 
well, Kan.—People Alarmed at 
Arkansas City.

KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) Dec. 2.—Spe- 
cials to the Star from Pratt and several 
other points half-way across the State- 
and near the Oklahoma boundary, say 
that slight earthuake shocks were felt 
at those places last night.

The contract for the three boats 
has already been placed with an Eng- 
lish firm. The high speed requirement 
is based upon the wonderful perform- 
ance of the little Turbina, which has 
run at the rate of nearly 40 miles per 
hour.

' BAKERSFIELD, Dec. 2.—In_ the 
Davidson murder case today the prose- 
cution closed. It was shown that the 
killing took place in the streets of 
Randsburg. The defendant’s wife was 
running a restaurant and he was liv- 
ing in Los Angeles. He wrote and tele- 
graphed her repeatedly to join him in 
Los Angeles, but when she refused he 
came up to thé mining camp. Meeting 
her in the street he caught her by the 
hand and shot her twice, the last time 
after she fell to the ground. Two other 
shots were fired, but missed the pros- 
trate body. 
The killing was not denied by the 
defendant’s attorneys. The defense 
opened by reading the deposition of the 
defendant’s father, a physician of St. 
Louis.. He said the defendant’s mother 
wasinsaneat the time of hie birth and 
had been so for times for some months 
‘before, and was 60 ubequently. He atso 
said the defendant, when 10 years of 
age, fell and injured his head and fre- 
quently thereafter complained of pains 
in the head. 

Vhe defendant sits in court paying 
no attention to any of the proceedings, 
staring wildly all the time. 


THE PRATT ESTATE, 


Decision of the Lower Court Af- 
firmed by the Higher. 
_ [ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 2.—The Su- 
preme Court of the State of California 
has affirmed the decision of the lower 
court upholding the validity of the 
trust will executed by the late O. C. 
Pratt, over whose estate, valued at 
more than $1,000,000, such acrimonious 
litigation has been had for many years. 

Thought Pratt executed the will, gen- 
erally throughout this State, and in 
the city particularly, the contest in the 
‘courts has come to be kno as the 
Goodspeed will contest; thi§ for the 
reason that the executor of the estate 
of Lucy R. Goodspeed took a promi- 
nent part in the struggle in the courts. 
The facts of the case, in brief, are as 
follows: 

A. C. Pratt died testate on October 
24, 1891. In his will, after devising 
certain specific property to his wife, 
child, brothers and sisters, he gave all 
the rest to A. H. Crew and yland 
Goodspeed, as trustees, to hold and 
manage in trust for the several bene- 
ficiaries during a period of seven years. 
In a codicile I. C. Lusk was appointed 
trustee in the place of Goodspeed. By 
the terms. of the ninth section of the. 
will the trustees were to pay an an- 
nuity of $7500 to Lizzie Pratt, the wife 
of the deceased; $1200 to Kate Pratt; | 
likewise a certain specified amount to 
Mrs. Goodspeed, while provisions the 
same in character were made for nu- 
merous other relatives in this State 
and in eastern cities. Ate 
Action was commenced in the Su- 
perior Court of Butte county after the 
death of Pratt, and finally a decree of 
distribution in’ accordance with the 
terms of the will was filed May 27, 
1893, and the accounts settled for the 
year 1894. An appeal to the Supreme 
Court of the State was taken for the 
purpose of finally determining if the 
trustees were entitled to the vast prop- 
erty held in trust. The Supreme Court 
has so decided, affirming the decision of 
_ the Superior Court of Butte couhty. 


SKULL AND WILL, 


Some of Mrs. Hawley’s Remains to 
Appear in Court.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 2.—Mrs.

# Cures a Sprain,

oven at a temperature of 309 deg. 
Fahrenheit to cure a snrain. This is 
88 deg. higher than the temperature 
of boiling water, and twice the heat 
at which meat is ordinarily roasted for 
the table.

THE CONSULAR AGENT AT PUIRA, 
PERU, IS CENSURED.

He Used the United States Coat of 
Arms for Ignoble Purposes and 
Would Make Statement 
Therefor.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Secretary 
Sherman has closed the case of Emil 
Clark, Consular Agent at Puira, Peru, 
which attracted much attention some 
months ago, by calling for the resig- 
nation of Clark. On April 22 last Clark 
was ousted from the quarters used be- 
low as the United States consular office 
and above as a residence. 

It was stated at the time that the 


consulate had beein sacked, the house 


plundered and an indignity put upon 
its government through its representa- 
tive. The State Department promptly 
called on Mr. Clark for particulars, 
which he said he would furnish. The 
Peruvian Minister, Sefior Eguiguern, 
put a different phase on the matter by 


submitting a statement that Clark was 


in arrears to a considerable amount on 
rent for the building; that only the 
lower portion was used for consular 
purposes, althqugh he had placed the 
United States coat-of-arms on all doors 
of the house, thus using the American 
emblem for ignoble purposes. The 
courts had given a regular decree 
against Clark, it was stated, directing 
him to vacate the premises for non- 
payment of rent, and in pursuance of 
this decree he was ejected. 

Secretary Sherman waited until re- 
cently for Mr. Clark’s statement, and 
as this was not furnished after five 
months the Secretary directed our Min- 
ister at Lima, Mr. Dudley, to call on 
Clark for his resignation, unless the 
proofs of the alleged sacking were in 
hand. Mr. Dudley had evidently not 
received the proofs, for he has notified 
the State Department that he has 
called on Clark for his resignation.

‘Denver Society.

DENVER, Dec. 2.—[Exclustve. Dis- 
patch.] Miss Laura Eliska Leet, who, 
on October 18 last, was married to Ar- 
thur A. Roller, a former School-of- 
Mines student and captain of the ‘96 
‘varsity football team, is passing 
through one of the most thrilling hon- 
eymoons ever experienced by a bride. 
She and her young husband are impris- 
oned at the Monte Cristo silver mine in 
the Cascade Mountains of Northern 
Washington, hemmed in on all sides 
by great masses of snow. Provisions are 
beginning to grow scarce and it is al- 
most impossible to replenish the now 
nearly exhausted stock. It is probable 
that the young woman, if she escapes, 
will be forced to brave the hardships 
and dangers of a snowshoe trip of thirty 
miles to civilization. 

A letter, ten days over due, has just 
reached her friends in this city, telling 
them of the perilous position in which 
the young wife finds herself. No com- 
munication between those at Monte 
Cristo and the outside world can be had 
except by means of daring messengers 
who are sent over the frozen crust on 
snowshoes. The letter says that those 
who have hazarded their lives in mak- 
ing the trip to or from the mine, of 
whom there have been but two or three, 
report narrow escapes from avalanches, 
which the slightest provocation sends 
crashing down the mountain sides, car- 
rying with them huge trees and boul- 
ders of great size. 

One of the few messengers to reach 
the railroad station carried Mrs. Rol- 
ler’s letter. The snow-bound party 
lives in hopes that the snow will soon 
melt sufficiently to enable them to 
pack in provisions on backs of burros. 
Mrs. Roller is a former leader of Den- 
ver society, and her friends here are 
numbered by hundreds. She is the 
daughter of ex-Alderman John E. Leet. 
Immediately after her marriage to 
young Roller the couple proceeded to 
the Monte Cristo mine, where he had 
secured the position of assayer.

PLACER MINING ON THE 
GABRIEL.

Development Work on the Wedge. 
The Stock Exchange — Eagie 
Mountain District—Old Work- 
ingse—About Mining-stock Specu- 
lation—Non-Assesaable Stocks. 


Activity continues to prevail in the 
mining camps throughout the southern 
part of the State. One of the best in- 
dications of the increasing importance 
of the mining industry in this section is 
the large business that is being done 
by manufacturers of mining machin- 
ery 

SAN GA BRIEL PLACERS. 


ing man has struck a large area of 
placer ground on a branch of the San 
Gabriel Cafion, and that the ground will 
average from $1 to $1.80 per cubic 
yard, which, while not quite so rich 
as Alaska, considering the advantages 
Which exist here for work is pretty 
good. It is also stated that the same 
man struck a quartz ledge recently 
near the same place, which assays 
over $80 per ton. In early days the 
San Gabriel placers were very rich. 
As late as 1876 two companies were 
working them. One company reported 
a yield of $1365 for a run of twenty- 
six days, working five men an average 
of $10.50 to the man. During eighteen 
years preceding 1876, a firm of Les An- 
gcles merchants is sald to have pur- 
chased several million dollars worth of 
gold dust, taken from the claims of 
the San Gabriel River. 
THE WEDGE. 

A new hoist is now being put up at 
the Wedge mine, which has fifteen- 
horse power. Sinking is continuing on 
the new shaft and development is 
progressing on the 165 and 200-foot lev- 
els. The ore is said to average about 
$75 a ton, and there is about $1900 
worth of ore sacked, ready for ship- 
ment. The company has not yet de- 
cided where it will have the ore milled. 

The company is developing the mine, 
and is paying no attention to the price 
of stock on the exchange, so that the 
quotations have not been running high 
during the week. 

THE STOCK EXCHANGE. 

Business on the Los Angeles Stock 
Exchange appears to be approaching 
low-water mark. On Wednesday every 
stock except one was quoted by the 
thousand shares, running from $1.50 
per thousand to $10 per thousand, with 
exception of the Wedge, a sale of which 
was made at 2% cents. The sales on 
Wednesday aggregated only $201.50. 
Unless some improvement can 
be obtained before long, it secms as if 
it would be better for the Mining Ex- 
change to abandon the call-board fea- 
ture for a time, until the public shows 
more inclination to speculate. 

EAGLE MOUNTAIN. 

Good reports continue to come from 
the Eagle Mountain district, on the 
Colorado desert. A correspondent of 
The Times writes from Eagle Moun- 
tain that the Osria Mining and Reduc- 
tion Company, whose mines are lo- 
cated in the southwestern part of 
Eagle Mountain, has purchased the 
old Boulder company’s mill. It is a 
Bryan mill, with a capacity of ten 
tans per day. In addition to working 
its own ore, it is understood that the 
company will do custom work also. 
This will be of great enefit to min- 
ers and prospectors whose claims lie 
in the eastern and southern par: of 
the district, where several fine proper- 
ties are at present berng developed. 

The Iron Chief has twelve or four- 
teen men at work, and the mine is 
improving as depth is attained. The 


company has two teams constantly on 


the road, hauling supplies and ma- 
chinery for its new mill, and cyanide 
plant. This is the mine purchased by 
Cc. D. Lane and R. M. Strauss: for 
$150,900. It is the intention of. the 
company to pipe water from Little 
Cottonwood Spring’ to the mine and 


mill, the distance being ten or eleven 
miles. 
The Eagle Mountain Gold Mining 


Company is working two shifts on the 
Cactus. The work is down something 
more than one hundred-feet in one 
shaft, and the men have begun a sec- 
ond one, both of which are in ore, 

The McGrath Bros. are preparing to 
take out ore from their Moose mine. 
These men do their milling at Cotton- 
wood Springs, where they have a 
steam arrastra, with a capacity of 
three to five tons per day. The last 
lot “of ore they worxed from this 
mine milled them $45 in free gold per 
ton, and high in concenrrates. 

OLD WORKINGS. 

It is evident that some of the min- 
ing sections which have recently come 
into prominence in Southern Cali- 
fornia have been worked many years 
ago, before the American occupation. 
Recently miners working placers’ in 
Goler Gulch uncovered, at a depth of 
twenty feet, some queer picks and 
shovels, evidently manufactured ages 
ago by some primitive race. 

NON-ASSESSABLE STOCKS. 

Attention has beem called by a local 
mining paper to the fact that the 
stocks on the Los Angeles Mining Ex- 
change are non-assessable, whereas 
most of the stocks handled in San 
Francisco are subject to assessment. 
This is a good idea, in some respects, 
but in other respects it does not always 
work. If a company is sure that it 
has a good proposition, and provides a 
sufficient amount of treasury stock to 
do the necessary work, the non-as- 
sessable plan is all rignt. Supposing, 
however, that a company only provides 
from $5000 to $10,0 for development 
work on a prospect, as many of the 
companies operating in this section do, 
what is to be the result when that 
amount is expended—and it goes a 
very short way in opening up a mine, 
How is further work to be prosecuted? 
Is the mine to be abandoned, or 
how? In case of a prospect which 
shows good promise of becoming a 
productive mine, it is possible to bond 
the property, as has been done with 
one prominent mine on the local ex- 
change, but this can only be done in 
rare instances. 

As stated, the Son assessable plan is 
a good one, where a sufficient amount 
of capital for development is put 
aside, although even then it may be 
necessary to raise further money, as 
the best of mining engineers cannot 
see very far under the ground. There 
are two sides to this question, as to 
most others. 

MINING-STOCK SPECULATION. 

The Mining and Scientific Press re- 
eently had the following in regard to 
criticisms of mining-stock speculation, 
which frequently appears in the press: 

“It might be well fer those people 
disposed to criticise speculati on in min- 
ing stocks to bear in mind that it is 
a business which is liable to degener- 
ate into gambling, but that it may be 
pursued as legitimately as anything 
else. Very frequently one hears the 
ery that mining stocks should be left 
alone. It comes from people wha do 
not think, just as much of the specula- 
tion is the result of irrational action. 
In short, there may be in respect to 
such speculation an irrational inaction 
as well as an irrational action. Prob- 
ably no one would say that the specu- 
lation of Barnato, the South African 
king of speculators, Was irrational. He 
succeeded, but it may be taken for 
anted that there were men who would

AN IDLE THREAT. 

The enactment of the Dingley tariff 
law has very naturally caused @ great 
deal of dissatisfaction in Europe, where 
the American market is regarded as 
the legitimate prey of those who can 
capture it by strategy or assault. ‘‘Pro- 
tests” more or less loud and deep have 
come across the seas from time to time, 
declaring the schedules of the Dingley 
law to be unjust, extreme, oppressive 
and otherwise obnoxious. These pro- 
tests have been followed by threats of 
retaliatory tariffs, such as would re- 
sult in dire injury to American indus- 
tries, and would cause us to regret that 
we had the temerity to enact a protec- 
tive tariff law. 

These protests and_ threats from 
Europe are idle. Europe will not re- 
taliate to any great extent, because of 
the increased duties of the Dingley 
tariff. Europe cannot afford to erect 
high barriers against American prod- 
ucts, for the reason that she needs 
those products and must have them. 
If Europe were to exclude’ American 
products from her markets, or bar 


greater sufferer than the United States 
through the operation of such a policy. 


to feed her industrial millions and to 


of manufacture. Europe will not “cut 
off her noge to spite her face.” 

It is not surprising that some of the 
echedules of the Dingley act should be 


continental manufacturers. The imme- 
diate and permanent effects of these 
schedules will-be to decrease the sales 
of foreign goods in the United States 
by many millions of dollars annually, 
and to increase the sales of American 
goods in a corresponding degree; to 
take the contro] of our domestic mar- 
kets out of the hands of foreigners, and 
to enable American producers to sup- 
ply the demands of American consum- 
ers. 

It could hardly be expected that such 
a policy would be popular on the other 
side of the sea. But the Dingley law 
was enacted chiefly for the benefit of 
Americans, not for the benefit of for- 
eigners. The fatter, quite naturally, 
“kick” vigorously against the provis- 
jons of the law. But they will acqui- 
esce in the end, because acquiescence is 
practically their only recourse. 

Germany and France have virtually 
excluded American beef products from 
their markets for some years past, 
upon the flimsy pretext of protection 
against disease. Our State Depart- 
ment has recently intimated to both 
those governments that if they desire 
certain modifications of the Dingley 
tariff, as provided for in the reciprocity 
clause, they may perhaps pave the way 
thereto by removing their restrictions 
upon the importation of American cat- 
tle and beef. The suggestion is an 
awkwardoneto answer, from the Euro- 
pean standpoint, and the reply of 
France and Germany has not yet been 
received. 

In the mean time our new protective 
tariff law is operating very satisfactor- 
ily. Our exports are steadily growing, 
the revenues derived from imports are 
steadily increasing, and the monthly 
deficit of the treasury is steadily de- 
creasing. In view of these results. we 
can well afford to ignore the protests 
and threats of Europe, and to pursue 
our course with calmness and courage, 
confident of the wisdom of our national 
policy and of the ultimate success of | 
its practical operation. |

volume of immigration from Europe. 
This increase of immigration was ex- 
pected. It is one of the inevitable ef- 
fects of the return of prosperous times 
in this country. The volume of immi- 
gration is a tolerably reliable barome- 
ter, indicating the fluctuations of com- 
mercial and industrial conditions in the | 
United States. In times of great de- | 
pression—as under the late lamented | 
régime of Grover Cleveland—it falls 
toa minimum. With the restoration of 
prosperity and confidence it rapidly 
rises, reaching flood tide when the 
country is most prosperous. 
» So long as the industrial improve- | 
ment continues, the volume of foreign 
immigration will continue to increase, 
uniess it shal] be checked by Congres- 
sional legislation. It will be the duty 
of Congress, at the session which is 
goon to begin, to take cognizance of 


carefully all the needs of thessitua- 
tion. The pending bill prescribing an 
educational test should certainly be 
passed. It might with propriety, no 
doubt, be supplemented by other legis. 
lation designed to prevent the land- 
ing upon our shores of undesirable im- 
migrants of every description.

ONE LONE ROBBER. 


Unsuccessful in His Attempt to Loot 
a Train.

AXTELL SAYS IT SQUEEZED 
MONEY OUT OF HIM. 
Mythical and Nameless Third Per- 


son Who Had to Be Piacated 
With Cash. 


INTERESTING REVELATIONS. 


SURPRISING GENEROSITY OF JAMES 
Ww. HELLMAN. 


Hires Counsel and Pays Notes for 
Axtell Without Having Been Re- 
quested to Do So, and Vouches 
for His» Honesty. 


One more damaging charge has been 
made against Walter L. Webb. When 
he is put upon trial next Monday even- 
ing, he will have to face, in addition 
to the accusations already lodged 
against him, another charge of un- 
principled extortion. C. H. Axtell, 
“~vhose sworn confession placed upen 
Webb the responsibility for the in- 
famous scheme of biackmailing th» 
school teachers and employés, now ae- 
clares that he himself was forced to 
pay Webb $200 in order to retain his 
position as superintendent of buildings 
and janitors, 

When Axtell was upon the stand iast 
Monday night, Webb asked him, “Is it 
not a fact that you placed your resig- 
nation in my hands five months ago, 
because I had _ discovered certain 
abuses?’ To this question Axtell re- 
plied, ‘I think the less you say about 
that resignation, the better it is for 
you.” This ominously significant an- 
swer instantly silenced Webb. He pur- 
sued the subject no further ani it 
Was apparent that new and sens2- 
tional developments might be expected 
when the circumstances under which 
the resignation was given, should be 
made public. Axtell was asked by the 
prosecution to explain his reference, 
but he declined to do so at that time, 
saying that the facts would soon he 
forthcoming. 

Yesterday he detailed the circum- 
Stances under which his resignation 
was given. His statement is one mute 
charge of unscrupulous rapacity on the 
part of Webb. According to Axtell’s 
story, he allowed McInerny the benefit 
of certain reduced rates enjoyed by 
the Board of Education. The transac- 
tion involved no loss to the city, but 


nified it into a heinous offense. By 
working upon Axtell’s fears, Webb 
compelled him to deliver a written re- 
signation of his position. The next 
step was to demand of Axtell $200, 
which Webb declared must be used 
as hush money to silence a nameless 
third party, who, Webb represented, 
would otherwise lodge complaint 
against Axtell. Axtell says he bor- 
rowed $200 from a money-lender at 2 
per cent, a month and paid it over to 
Webb. When the present investigation 
began, Axtell still owed $150 to the 
money-lender. He went to Webb and 
said the notes must be cared for. Last 
Monday morning J. W. Hellman, one 
of Webb’s ¢losest friends’ and asso- 
ciates, paid the money and Axtell’s 
notes were cancelled. 

Hellman admits the payment. He 
also admits that it was he who em- 
ployed Frank Davis to act as Axtell’s 
attorney and that he expects to pay 
Davis’s bill. 


AXTELL WAS HELD UP. 


Says He Paid Webb 8200 to Hold His

“That did not satisfy Webb. He 
wanted to know if I had not ordered 
the material, and if 1 nad not used a 
school requisition. I told him I had,

Inerny, the arrangement was not to 
cost the city a nickel.

this thing up?’ He said, further, that 
Conrey must know notning about the 
matter. I asked him now it would 
come out. He said there was a man 
down near McInerny’s place who had 
a grudge against McInerny because 
he could not get his daughter ap- 
pointed as a teacher.

Webb strongly im- 
pressed upen me that he was going 
to take care of the matter, and pro- 
tect me, if it could possibly be done. 
I don’t remember whether it was at 
that interview that he first suggested 
that money might be necessary to 
‘square’ the thing. 

“The next time we met he bore down 
on me pretty hard. I was trying to 
impress upon him that McInerny was 
honest, and that he never wanted to 
make, a dollar out of nes position dis- 
honestly, but Webb lauethed at that, 
and said he had no confidence in Mc- 
Inerny. 

“*Now, Axtell.’ he asked, ‘why did 
you do this thing?’ 

““T said I did it. because McInerny 
asked me to as a favor, and explained 
why he wanted it done. It enabled him 
to get his materials and ‘labor with- 
out paying the high prices regu- 
larly charged, and the arrangement 
cost the Board of Education nothing. 

“Webb said, ‘Isn't it a fact, Axtell, 
that you did this to secure McInerny's 
vote?’ 

“Tl said, ‘No, sir; that was never 
thought of or talked of, ror the reason 
that McInermy had assured me re- 
peatedly that he would vote for me, 
and was friendly to me, and he gave as 
a reason that I had always treated 
well the men whom he sent to the de- 
partment for work.’ P

money from me, he one day, in talk-

denly handed me an undated, written 
rssignation of my position, and de- 
manded that I shoule sign it.

“When Webb first said anything 
about demanding money it was this 
way. He said he had had a talk with 
this man who told him first of the 
transaction and the had de- 
manded an investigation through the 
Supply Committee. But Webb said he 
had finally arranged with the man to 
take $200 and keep quiet. ‘Webb de- 
manded that I should pay the money. 
I told him my circumstances, and said 
that I could not raise the money. I 
told him that I was a poor man; that 
a few years before I had a stroke of 
apoplexy and was ill a long time. I 
was then a contractor, and I had con- 
tracts on hand which required my at- 
tention to avold loss. In consequence 
of my illness, I could not attend to 
these contracts myself, and when I 
finally got out again I was $2000 in debt. 
I told Webb that I had been paying 
this ever since; that I was supporting, 
besides my own family, my married 
daughter and her two children, and 
that I was trying to pay for my home. 

“Webb said he must have the money. 
I told him finally 1 would try to raise 
$100. He said he wopld take that and 
try to make it do. I borrowed $100 from 
Frank Savage at 2. per cent. a month 
and gave it to Webb. Sometime later 
he came back and demanded $100 more. 
I raised the money and gave it to him. 
He had my resignation in his hands 
and I was in his power. : 

“After the charges against Adams 
and myself were filed with the Board 
of Education, leading to the present 
investigation, I met Webb in Furrey's 
store, and he urged me to resign my 
position. He said if I would do so, the 
investigation would come to an ‘end 
and that I would be taken care of. He 
said that he would see that I was cared 
for .either in the school department or 
on the railroad. I objected and said 
that even if I did resign, my character 
would be ruined, and I would be stand- 
ing under the whole thing, while the 
others escaped. He said that it would 
all blow over and be forgotten after 
awhile. 

“I said I had nothing ahead, and 
that before I could consider giving up 
my position and salary, the notes held 
by Savage would have to be ‘pred for. 
The balance then due on them. was 
or for I had paid $50 on the princi- 
pal. 
“I don’t know just. what reply was 
made to this, for, after talking a little, 
I made up my mind not to resign and 
load myself with the whole burden, 
letting the worse ones escape. So I 
told Webb I would not resign. 

“A day or two afterward I wrote 
Webb a note saying that those obli- 
gations about which we had been talk- 
ing must be taken care of. I sent the 
note by Bernard, a laboring man em- 
ployed by the department. He came 
back and said ‘Webb says he will at- 
tend to it right away.’ This was all 
done before I had made up my mind 
to confess the truth. 

“Soon after I sent that note to 
Webb, Savage sent me word _ that 
some one had seen him and had said 
the notes would be arranged for. I 
told Savage of the note I had written 
Webb and asked him to put himself 
in Webb’s way, but without making 
a flat demand -upon him for the 
money, so as to give Webb a chance 
to pay the money. i. 

‘(On Monday morning I was in Fur- 
rey’s store and saw Webb and said 
good morning to him. Later I was 
in there and Hellman told me that he 
had the money in his pocket for me. 
Savage was present, and when Hell- 
man handed me the money Savage, 
Hellman and myself went into the 
office and Savage pulled out the notes. 
He wrote ‘paid’ on the back above his 
signature. I paid him the money and 
Hellman asked me for the notes and 
said* he would keep them.»

McINERNY CORROBORATES AXTELL 


Admits the Transaction Used by 
Webb to Coerce Axtell. 

James C. McInerny, school director 
from the Eighth Ward, freely admitted 
last evening the truth of Axtell’s 
statements about the plumbing work 
which was afterward used by Webb 
as a means of coercing Axtell. , 

McInerny said that in April last, he 
desired to have some plumbing repaired 
in a building which he owns, No. 437 
Turner street. Being dissatisfied with 
the prices charged by plumbers he ap- 
plied to Jim Hellman of the Furrey 
Company, asking him to recommend 
a good plumber. Hellman did so, but 
this plumber was too high in his es- 
timate to suit McInerny, who again 
applied to Hellman. As the result of 
this second interview an arrangement 
was made whereby MclInerny was to 
get the materials needed at wholesale 
rates and Warren and Hayes. the 
plumber and assistant employed by 
the Board of Education, were sent 
down to do the work. 

The men worked on April 18, 19. 20 
and 21, working only a part of the last 
MclInerny says he intended 
to pay them on the.day they finished 
work, but as they left early he did 
not see-.them till the following day, 
April 22. On that day he paid Warren 
$8.15, Hayes, $1.50, and also paid the 
Furrey Company $39.94. McInerny pro- 
duced the receipted bills and his own 
checks substantiating these statements. 
He says he never had the least inten- 
tion of doing anything wrong and 
took pains to pay the men promptly. 
He also examined their vouchers at the 
next meeting of the school board to 
make sure that no charge was made 
against the hoard for the days when 
the men worked for him. 

hen told of Webb’s statement to 
Axtell that the man who reported the 
transaction to Webb had a grudge 
against McInerny because the inform- 
ant’s daughter had not been appointed 
school teacher, McInerny said that he 
knew of no such person. He had never 
heard before of anyone who had any 
ill-will toward him on any such score. 
He seemed to regard this nameless in- 
dividual as a fanciful creation of 
Webb's. 


HELLMAN’S GOOD OFFICES. 


Out of Pure Friendship He Paid Ax- 
tells Notes and Lawyer’s Fees. 

Strong corroboration of Axtell’s 
statement was also obtained yesterday 
from James W. Hellman. Hellman 
has long been known as the close friend 
of Walter L. Webb, but he now pre- 
sents himself to the public as a friend 
to Axtell and one of rather extraordi- 
nary generosity. 

When asked last evening about Mc- 
Inerny’s plumbing transaction, Hell- 
man told in detail the interviews be- 
tween himself and McInerny which 
finally culminated in supplying the 
school director with labor and ma- 
terial at the reduced rates paid by the 
Board of Education. In all essential 
particulars, Hellman’s story agreed 
with that told by MclInerny. 

Hellman said he knew nothing of 
Webb’s demand upon Axtell for $200 
until some ten days ago, when he 
learned it from Axtell. He went to 
Webb and asked him about it, and 
Webb denied that any such transac- 
tion had occurred. 

Hellman ‘was then asked whether he 
paid $150 to Savage last Monday in

“Yes,” said Hellman, hesitatingly, “I 
think he did, but they are paid only 
as to Savage, not as to me.”’ This novel 
method of assigning a note seemed to 
have been entirely satisfactory to Hell- 
man, for he reiterated his statement 
that he had nothing else to show for 
Axtell’s alleged indebtedness to him- 
self and not even a verbal promise 
upon which to base a claim for reim- 
bursement.

CALIFORNIA LEMONS, 


FOREIGN ARTICLE BEING RAPIDLY 
DISPLACED BY NATIVE FRUIT. 


Competition Strong Throughout the 

East—Prices Satisfactory—Cali- 

‘| fornia Fruits Cutting More of a 
Figure Than Ever Before. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The Journal of Commerce says 
that the present season in the Medi- 
terranean lemon trade, which opened 
two weeks ago, has been a disappoint- 
ment to the local importers. Receipts 
of foreign lemons up to date have not 
been half of those for the correspond- 
ing weeks of last year, while cargoes 
afloat at present are relatively smaller 
still. 

Nevertheless, prices are not only 
lower than those prevailing at this 
time a year ago, but ever since the 
opening of this season there has been a 
material decline. Cargoes sold this 
week bringing from 50 cents to $l a 
box less than the same brands realized 
at the first date. ? 

One of the principal reasons advanced 
for the present condition of the market 
is the increasing competition of Cali- 
fornia fruit, which this year has en- 
tered the markets in a quantity where 
it was almost unknown previously. It 
is the opinion of some that California 
fruit will eventually displace imported 
lemons in practically all sections of 
this country, as it already has in the 
West. 

E. L. Turner of Buffalo, representing 
Pattee & Lett, one of the Riverside 
shippers of California oranges and 
lemons, who is in this city, when ques- 
tioned in reference to this competition, 
said: 

“From my correspondents through- 
out the Missouri and other valleys, as 
well as other sections, it appears that 
during the past ninety days California 
lemons have almost entirely displaced 
the imported article, and prices up to 
the present have been very satisfac- 
tory. While arrivals of Messina lemons 
have been only about one-half those for 
the same period of time last year, on 
the other hand these have been dis- 
tributed along the Atlantic seaboard, 
and the quantity has more than been 
equal to the demand. 

“Prior to this fall few California 
lemons came east of the Missouri 
River, with the exception of Chicago, 
to which city a considerable number of 
cars were consigned; whereas this sea- 
son they have pushed their way into 
all markets distant more than 500 miles 
from the Atlantic coast, and a few 
cars have been shipped to New York, 
Boston and Philadelphia and sold at 
good prices. From all indications Cali- 
fornia will have fully 500,000 boxes of 
lemons to market in ’98.”’ 

Another prominent receiver of lemons 
said: ‘One reason for the present de- 
pression is that there were a good 
many lemons held over from last sea- 
son, which were sold recently at low 
prices, thus weakening the market. I 
also believe the consumption of lemons 
is not as great as formerly. There 
can be no question but that California 
fruit is cutting much more of a figure 
this year than ever before.”’

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The mes-

While the details of the currency p!an 
are not definitely Known, it can be 
authoritatively stated that it is in the 
main an incorporation of the views 
submitted by Secrctary Gage, though 


self freedom of action by not taking 
any position with reference to several 
features of the secretary’s plan, while 
indorsing. the main object. 

A strong presentation of the Ha- 
waiian question is made, and Con- 
gress is urged to take immediate ac- 
tion by ratification of the treaty of 
annexation. This part of the message 
strongly depicts the necessity for mak- 
ing the island part of the domain of 
the United States, and reviews the ad- 
vantages that would accrue to the 
country by its possession.

“MISSING LETTERS.”’ 


Postofiice Taking a Stand Against 
the Lottery. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The Postof- 
fice Department is taking a firm stand 
against the so-called ‘‘missing letter’’ 
and “missing word’ contests, which 
are being conducted by a number of 
publishers to increase their subscrip- 
tion lists. The lottery law directs that 
the Postmaster-General, upon evidence 
satisfactory to himself that a concern 
or person is operating through the 
mails a lottery, or scheme offering 
prizes dependent upon lot or chance, to 
prohibit the delivery of all mail mat- 
ter to it. All newspapers and periodi- 
cals containing advertisements of the 
character named are forbidden trans- 
mission in the mails. This law, it is 
now announced at the Postoffice De- 
partment, will be applied to all schemes 
which are violations¢of it, if they are 
continued in operation or advertise- 
ments of them are published. 

Missing-letter contests are held to 
be such violations because many cor- 
rect answers can be given, but only one 
list is deemed the “correct list,” by the 
promoter of the scheme. The chance 
consists in guessing what words com- 
pose the so-called ‘“‘correct list.” Such 
schemes are held to be especially ob-

TWO MEN STOP WORK ON THE 
RANDSBURG LINE. 


Dig a Mining Shaft Between the 
Grade Stakes and Defend it 
With Winchesters. 


LAW YANKS THEM OUT OF IT. 


REDUCTION WORKS TO BE BUILT 
AT BARSTOW. 


Modern Reduction Piant and Fifty- 
stamp Mill—The Point a Center 
for Mines—Randsburg Rail- 
road Almost Finished. 


Two men with Winchesters in @ six- 
foot deep mining shaft, dug between 
the grade stakes along the line of the 
Randsburg Railroad, held up the whole 
construction gang and stopped the 
building of the road for almost two 
days early this week. 

- The hold-up occurred about two and 
a half miles south of St. Elmo, and 
about six miles from Johannesburg, 
the terminus of the line. President 


Van Nuys, told the particulars of the 
hold-up last night. 
“Beyond annoyance and temoprary 
delay,” said President Smith, “the hold- 
up amounted to nothing. It was 
quickly and easily settled by law, and 
there is no chance of similar trouble 
in the future. The construction train 
with the graders, was moving along 
slowly, and when we reached the point 
mentioned, south of St. Elmo, two men 
named Wren and Webb bobbed up out 
of a hole between the grade stakes and 
told our men they could not cross their 
claim until a right-of-way had been se- 
cured. Rather than suffer delay I would 
have been ready to pay the men a small 
sum to get out and go away, but they 
wanted hundreds for a hole in the 
ground, where there was no sign of 
ore. I quickly realized that if we paid 
these men to get out we would have 
forty holes between the grade stakes 
within the next six miles, which we 
would have to buy; so we went to San 
Bernardino and took the matter to 
court. There we got a permanent in- 
junction against Wren and Webb and, 
filling up the hole they had dug, went 
ahead laying our track. As a matter 
of fact, Wren and Webb had no busi- 
ness where they were, regardless of our 
right-of-way. .-They were on claims 
owned by other people, live claims on 
which assessment work had been done, 
but nowhere near the spot of their al- 
-leged shaft. 

“One other man, who claimed a water 
right and had two feet of a well dug 
in our right-of-way, also tried the 
hold-up, but as he quit without trouble 
it is not nécessary to mention him by 
name. That is all the trouble we have 
had. We have no Chinese at work, 
and they allow none to live in either 
Randsburg or Johannesburg. 

“The road will be graded into Jo- 
hannesburg by Saturday night, and we 
will have trains running into that place 
not later than December 10 next. Our 
line will be thirty miles long, from 
“Kramer to Johannesburg, and we will 
‘equip ‘it ‘with three fifty-five-ton loco; 
motives, two trains of passenger cars 
and ore and freight cars. From the 
Johannesburg terminal will start on 
December 10 the freighting teams into 
the Death Valley country. Heretofore 
these teams from the borax and salt 
mines have left Mojave by what is 
known as the ‘old borax road.’ Here- 
after they will leave the terminus of 
our road. 

“But,” said President Smith, ‘‘what is 
of more interest to Los Angeles just 
now than even the completion of our 
road is the fact that today the contract 
was signed and the machinery ordered 
for a fifty-stamp mill with concentra- 
tors, cyanide process, and all modern 
inventions complete. The plant will be 
a complete reduction works of the lat- 
est and best pattern, and it will con- 
centrate in Barstow all the ore for 
hundreds of miles around, ore that will 
pay the miner, the railroads and the 
mill to handle if hauled 200 miles, but 
which would not pay freight and cost 
of milling if it had to be hauled 1300 
miles, as some of the best low and me- 
dium-grade ore in Southern California 
and in Arizona now would have to be 
hauled to reach a smelter. 

“Our road and the Santa Fé and 
Southern Pacific railroads will adopt 
a graduated scale on ore to the Bar- 
stow mill. Ore running under $15 a 
ton will be charged so much freight, 
ore from $15 to $50 a ton will be charged 
a higher rate, and so on up, but the 
object is to put the rate on low-grade 
ore so low that the miners can afford 
to ship it.: The Barstow mill means an 
investment of fully $150,000, and will 
mean the settlement of at least seven- 
ty-five families there. he mill is to 
Start on March 1 next, and we have 
ore enough in Johannesburg, Rands- 
burg, Oro Grande, etc., now ready to 
keep it going for months. Los Angeles 
must and will, unless its business men 
go to sleep, reap all the advantage 
from this as it will the advantage from 
the opening up of the vast mining 
country in and about Randsburg. By 
our line and the Santa Fé Pacific it is 
only 174 miles into Los Angeles, and the 
charges of transportation will be far 
less than at present. 

“There is one thing I want to say. 
There has been much speculation and 
no end of rumors regarding the Rands- 
burg road. The road is absolutely in- 
dependent of any and every line. 
have a twenty-five year’s traffic con- 
tract with the Santa Fé, but that is 
all. Ultimately we expect to extend 
our road some sixty miles into the 
Amargosa Valley. That will tap the 
Death Valley region,..the borax and 
salt deposits and the mines up there. 
rich but unprofitable now, because the 
ore has to be hauled too far. That 
is all I care to say about the road. It 
will work its own salvation out. 

“T am here,” concluded Mr. Smith, 
“to settle up, or more properly to aia 
in settling up the mill dea] at Bar- 
stow. That has been accomplished, J 
believe Johannesburg and Randsbursg 
will in a very short time prove the 
richest gold mining camps in Califor- 
nia. I have been a mining ergineer 
for twenty-five years and have seen 
every good mine from British Columbia 
to Central America, and I sav tc you 
that the mines in and around "ands- 
burg. have the largest bodies of pay- 
ing ore I ever saw in mines. If this 
had not been so, the railroad, wich 
is an ore road pure and simple as yet, 
would never have been built.’ 

Other parties engaged in mining here 


at Barstow and predict that the mill 
will have to double its capacity before 
two years. San Francisco and Puchlo 
furnish the nearest reduction works at 
present, anc in consequence thousands 
of tons of low-grade ore, lying on the 
dumps now as worthless. will yield 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
gold when a reduction works close at 
hame is vrovided.

“HE FOUGHT BULLDOGS, | 


BUT THAT WAS YEARS AGO, AND 
TIMES HAVE CHANGED. 


Frank Toll, Once a Terror of the 
Town, Complains of a Candy 
Roy for Battery—Something of 
His History. 


G. A. Comte, a boy who sells candy 
on the Pasadena and Pacific electric 
cars, was arrested Wednesday on 4 
charge of battery preferred by Frank 
Toll. Chief interest in the case, which 
is a trivial one, centers én the history 
of the complaining witness, Frank Toll. 
About a score of years ago, when Los 
Angeles was still little more than a 
village, Toll had a blacksmith shop on 
Spring street between Second and 
Third. He also had a pair of vicious 
bulldogs, and when he was not busy at 
the forge he was in front of his smithy 
sicking his bulldogs on any other hap- 
less curs that might be passing by. A 
dog fight was Toll's delight, and some- 
times when there were no other dogs 
to fight his pair of bulls, Toil would 
get down on all fours and fight them 
himself, chewing their necks and ears 
with his iron jaws, and being chewed 
in turn. A very fair substitute for a 
bulldog, old-timers say, he made. 
Toll had a wife of whom he was ex- 
tremely jealous, and occasionally when 
in his cups he would fall upon his bet- 
ter-half and attempt to cut her to 
pieces. His assaults upon his wife were 
furious and frequent, and resulted in 
his*repeated arrest and prosecution for 
assault .to murder. Several times he 
went over the road for this offense. 
The last time Toll tried to kill his 
wife was just after the city charter of 
1889 went into effect. At that time he 
slashed the unfortunate woman with a 
knife most brutal manner. The 
wonder is that she did not die of her 
wounds. She seemed to have as many 
lives as a cat or she would never have 
withstood his numerous murderous as- 
saults, and at last died a natural death, 
as she died some time after the last 
cutting above referred to. 

Toll was convicted of the last mur- 
derous assault on his wife and sen- 
tenced to a long term in State’s prison. 
His attorney, Maj. Horace Bell, how- 
ever, appealed the case to the Supreme 
Court on the ground of lack of jurisdic- 
tion on the part of the committing 
magistrate who held Toll for trial at 
his preliminary examination. This 
called into question the validity of the 
Police Court of Los Angeles, as con- 
stituted under the charter that had 
just been adopted. Justices Owens and 
Stanton had been elected as Police 
Judges under the new charter, and the 
preliminary examination had been held 
in the Police Court instead of the City 
Justice Court, then presided over by 
Justice H. C. Awstin. 
After months of delay the Supreme 
Court handed down a decision sustain- 
ing the appeal and upsetting the juris- 
diction of the Police Court in such 
cases. Thus Toll was released from 
punishment. 

Of late years Toll has kept out of 
trouble. His eyesight failed him some 
months ago and he became an inmate 
of the County Hospital. Under the 
skilful treatment of the physicians of 
that institution his sight was restored. 
The alleged battery of which Toll 
complains took place near the County 
Hospital. He was riding on a Pasadena 
electric car, when the candy boy 
passed around sample packages of bon- 
bons. Toll gave the package left in 
his lap to a little girl and got off the 
ear. The candy-peddler followed him 
and. demanded pay for the candy. Toll 
refused to pay, and says the boy as- 
saulted him. Comte says he merely 
seized Toll’s hat to hold as security till 
Toll paid for the candy. 

In view of Toll’s former record o | 


belligerency, his complaint against : 
candy boy for battery is almost humor 
ous.

ONE OF THE TROPICO POSTOFFICE 
ROBBERS IN JAIL. 


Another False Arrest in the Holly 
Rape Matter—The Suspect “Had 
His Passports,” and Was Al- 
lowed to Go His War. 


W. D. Shearer has been drawing two 
salaries from the city, but one of them 
has been stopped. It is doubtful 
whether there is any legal provision 
prohibiting any one from drawing two 
salaries, but as the city is not likely 
to receive full value for its money the 
practice is regarded with strong dis- 
favor. 

It is probable that the Water Com- 
mittee will. recommend a public con- 
ference to consider the proposed issue 
of water bonds. ° 

Deputy United States Marshal Wells 
arrived from Arizona last night with two 
prisoners, one of whom has been iden- 
tified as one of the three men who 
robbed the postoffice at Tropico a 
month ago. The other prisoner was ar- 
rested upon suspicjon of having robbed 
a freight car at Riverside. 

Under Sheriff Clement went to San 
Pedro yesterday to identify a negro 
held at that place on suspicion of hav- 
ing outraged Mrs. Belle Holly, near 
this city, several weeks ago. The ne- 
gro did not answer the description of 
Mrs. Holly’s assailant and he was al- 
lowed to pursue his way. without 
further hindrance. The man said he 
had been arrested four times on the 
same charge.

. SOME SHRINKAGE. 


WATER PETITION ONLY ONE-THIRD 
AS LARGE AS REPRESENTED. 


It Will Receive Careful Considera- 
tion, However—A City Employee 
Who Figured Once Too Often ou 
the Pay Rolls. 


The Water Supply Committee has 
been making an examination of the pe- 
tition presented to the Council last 
week, asking that a special election: be 
held for the purpose of issuing bonds 
with which to construct a°’new water 
system. The petition was loudly adver- 
tised by its sponsors. as being signed 
by 9000 voters. By actual count the 
number of signatures is but 2381, and 0: 
these many are duplicates and others 
are names of persons residing and vot- 
ing outside of the city. 

Nevertheless, though the petition is 
by no means such a popular expression 
as it has been asserted to be, the com- 
mittee recognizes the fact that it repre- 
sents the views of a large number of 
people, and it has recommended care- 
ful consideration. The committee in- 
formally. decided yesterday afternoon 
to hold a public conference, at which 
Lee & Scott, who were retained by the 
city as consulting attorneys in the 
water litigation, and the City Attorney 
will be asked to be present. The pur- 
pose of the conference will be to pre- 
sent clearly to the public the legal as- 
pects of such action as is desired by 
the petitioners. 


DREW TWO SALARIES. 


W. D. Shezxrer Figured Too Often 
om the City’s Pay Roll. 

It has transpired that W. D. Shearer 
has been figuring once too often, ac- 
cording to Mayor Snyder’s views, upon 
the city’s pay roll. ; 

Shearer was appointed a deputy in 
the City Tax Collector’s office on Au- 
gust 1, at a monthly salary of $80. He 
was also on the pay roll of the fire de- 
partment as a callman, receiving there- 
for $30 a month. On October 1 his pay 
as callman*was reduced to $25 a month 
but he continued to draw both gal- 
aries until December 1. When the de- 
mands for November, salaries were 
presented, Mayor Snyder, who heard 
that Shearer was being paid by two 
different departments, began an in- 
vestigation which resulted in a reduc- 
tion of the industrious deputy’s income. 
He was allowed no pay as callman for 
November, and the Mayor says that 
Shearer will not be permitted to hold 
two positions any longer. 

There is nothing in the city charter 
which would make it illegal for a man 
to draw salaries for two municipal of- 
fices. It is argued, however, that it is 
obviously impossible for a man to per- 
form satisfactorily the duties of both a 
callman and a deputy in a City Hal! 
department. 


HAS HIS PASSPORTS. 


One Negro Arrested Four Times for 
the Holiy Outrage. 

Getting arrested on suspicion of being 
the Holly rave fiend is becoming a 
trifle monotonous with some of the sons 
of Ham roaming about Southern Cali- 
fornia. The wrong man has been ar- 
rested so ofien—sometimes the same in- 
Jividual over and over again—that the 
wise colored brother who has been once 
in custody on suspicion of the Holly 
outrage, and released, provides himself 
with a passport to show that he is not 
the man wanted. A case in point de- 
veloped yesterday when Under Sheriff 
Clement went to San Pedro to look at 
a negro who was locked in a box car 
there the night previous by a night 
watchman, who suspected him of being 
the much-wanted culprit. 

Clement found the suspect absorbing 
sunshine on a lumber pile when he ar- 
-ived at San Pedro. 

“Stand up and let me see how tall 
you are,” Clement commanded. 

“Ob, I’se on ter Said the darky. 
“You‘se go ’n idee I’s de nigger what 
‘sulted a lady up ’i Los Angeles. I's 
got ma passports an’ dig nigger doan 
stan’ no moah nonsense. Ma name is 


Sulliivan—J. N. Sullivan—an’ I's 
passports from de Sheriff ob San Ber- 
doo county an’ Chief Glass.” 

Sullivan then produced two notes— 
one from the Sheriff of San Bernar- 
dino county and another from Chief of 
Police Glass of this city, which were 
addressed “To whom it may concern,” 
and conveyed the assurance that the 
bearer was all right, and that he was 
roaming about the country in search of 
work. 

“Now, I’s goin’ ter tell yer sumthin’ 
‘bout dese passports,” said the sus- 
pected individual as he handed the 
finger-marked documents to the officer 
for inspection. ‘‘I’'s been ‘rested fo’ 
times now on ‘spicion of bein’ de man 
dat ’sulted Missus Holly. an’ ebry time 
de officers haul me up dey says I's de 
Wrong man. I get tired ob dis, and I 
demands a passport. I's been tryin’ to 
git outen de country, but ebdy wheres 
T go I meets an officer who says I look 
like de man what wuz mixed up in de 
Holly scrape. Now, I's an hones’ nig- 
ger an’ nebber done nobody no harm, 


an’ it’s mighty disagreeable to he 
‘rested ebery other day on such an 
inf’'mus charge.”’ 


Under Sheriff Clement was inclined to 
agree with the fellow, and Sullivan was 
allowed to go upon his way rejoicing. 

“The fellow answered the description 
given by Mrs. Holly pretty well,” said 
the Under Sheriff after he had re- 
turned, “but this man was much 
shorter than the woman's assailant, 
and there were noints about his fea- 
tures which did not tally with the de- 
scription of the man furnished us by 
Mrs. Holly. I am convinced that the 
right man is outside the State, and 
have no hope of capturing him on Cali- 
fornia soil.’’

OUTLAWS RUN DOWN. 


TWO IMPORTANT CAPTURES MADE 
IN ARIZONA. 


Both are in the County Jzil—One of 
the Prisoners Believed to Have 
Participated in the Tropico 
Postoffice CRobbery. 


Deputy United States Marshal Wells 
of Arizona and Deputy United States 
Marshal Oakes of Los Angeles lodged 
two prisoners in the County Jail last 
night, both of whom are scheduled as 
“hard customers” and for whom re- 
wards have been offered. Both were 
arrested in Arizona. 7 

One of the prisoners is charged with 
having participated in the robbery of 
the postoffice at Tropico on October 13, 
last; the other was arrested on sus- 
picion of having broken into a freight 
car at Riverside early in October. The 
car was loaded with merchandise and 
was en route from San Francisco to 
El Paso. 7 

The man arrested on suspicion of 
having broken ‘into the postoffice at 
Tropico has been going under the 
name of Walter L. Gailbraith and is 
recognized by the deputies at the Sher- 
iff’s office as an allepround crook. He is 
supposed to be one of the three men 
who blew open the safe of the Tropico 
postoffice and fired upon several per- 
sons who wefte attracted by the noise 
made by the explosion. The safe was 
blown to atoms by the dynamite placed 
into the drill-holes, and a small sum 
of money was obtained. The building 
was practicdlly wrecked, everything of 
value in the postoffice and adjoining 
store being destroyed by the blast. 

The Sheriff made a thorough investi- 
gation, but was unable to obtain a 
clew to the men, whose work gave evi- 
dence of having been performed by 
experienced hands. 

Theodore Wickes is also known to 
the officers.. The federal grand jury 
found indictments against both him 
and Gailbraith and their trials will be 
oy before Judge Wellborn at an eariy 

ate. 

Gailbraith ‘was arrested upon the 
strength of a description given by the 
three young men who were chased 
away from the postoffice on the night 
of the robbery. Deputy United States 
Marshal Wells is positive that in the 
avrest of Gairbraith at least one of the 
outlaws has been captured. 


MONTSRROW’S BAD LUCK, 


Brooks’s Client Must, After All, 
Serve the Full Sentence. 

It took J. Marion Brooks just four 
months to a day to arrive at the con- 
clusion that Louis Montariol, one of his 
clients, was actually guilty of burgiary, 
although a jury decided the matter to 
its satisfaction in less than two hours 
in May last. Brooks formally ad- 
mitted the force of conviction in De- 
partment One yesterday, when he an- 
nounced, before Judge Smith, his de- 
sire to withdraw his writ of probable 
cause on an appeal to the Supreme 
Court. 

The evidence in the case was to the 
effect that Montariol had robbed his 
room-mate, Frank Paillae, of $690. 
Both men were bakers, and had been 
rooming together. One day Montariol 
asked Paillae: ‘‘Where do you keep 


‘your money?” 


“In a bank,” was the reply. Mont- 
ariol then proceeded to convince his 
room-mate that his money was much 
safer in his trunk than in the bank, 
and a transfer was made according to 
the advice of Montaroil. It was sev- 
eral weeks later that Pailiae became 
convinced that his partner had played 
him false. This conviction was mate- 
rially strengthened by the disappear- 
ance of both Montariol and the $690. 
The whereabouts of the latter has 
never been definitely ascertained, not- 
withstanding the discovery of the for- 
mer in Chicago in a “broken” condi- 
tion, several months later. Montariol 
was brought back, was tried and con- 
victed, and sentenced to six years’ im- 
prisonment, That a client of his should 
meet with such a fate could not be 
comprehended by Attorney Brooks, and 
so the only possible channel of escape 
wes resorted to in the filing of a cer- 
tificate of probable cause. This meant 
that Montariol’s case would be ap- 
pealed, and that the granting of the 
writ would mean that the defendant 
would be allowed to remain in the 
County Jail until such time as the 
Supreme Court should act upon the 
appeal. 

Attorney Brocks was in court bright 
and early yesterday morning to. with- 
draw his certificate...About two hours 
later Montariol left the County Jai! 
for Folsom, where he will serve out 
his sentence.

len.’ The original proceedings were 
brought by the church trustees, who 
asked for permission to sejl a portion 
of the church property in order that 
an indebtedness to the pastor for serv- 
ices might be satisfied An objection 
to this method of canceling the church’s 
obligations was raised by interested 
members by wey of a formal protest. 
They had no desire or intention to 
Geny the demands of the pastor for 
back salary, but objected strenuously 
to the sale of any property. A remon- 
strance was accordingly filed with the 
County Clerk, in which a willingness to 
mortgage the property.of the socicty 
was set forth. Judge Allen recognized 
the justice of the petition and issued 
an order yesterday that the back salary 
of the former pastor be defrayed by 
means cf a mortgage’ rather than a 
sale, This arrangement appears to have 
been satisfactory to nearly all con- 
cerned, 2nd a solution of the problem, 
in all probability, has finally been ar- 
rived at.

Violators of the Sidewalk Sign Or- 
dinance Picked Ont for 
Punishment, 


THE MERCHANTS WONDER WHY 


ALL THE VICTIMS PATRONS OF ONE 
‘LIGHTING COMPANY, 


Tire Pofice Commissioners 
Te—Pat They Take No Action tna 
the Matter—The Matter Will 
Re Taken into the Courts. 


There is an ordinance in the city of 
Los Angeles forbidding the erection or 


the maintenance upon the sidewalks of | 


the city of any post or sign unles the 
same is equipped with a light of 3000- 
candle power. 

This ordinance has never been 
strictly enforced generally, but has 
been enforced “in spots,” and the busi- 
ness men in the spots where the strong 
arm of the law has torn down their

signs and uprooted or sawed off their | 


sign posts are asking just why !t !s 
that certain {ndividuals have heen 
picked out to have visited upon them 
the full force of the ordinence while 
their yrext-door neighbora, equally 
guilty with themselves of violating the 
law, have been allowed to go unpun- 
ished and permitted to maintain their 
signs with or without any lights, as 
they choose. 

Since the ordinance requires that 
5000-candle power are lights must sur- 
mount all sidewalk signs, and since 
the arc-light: circuits are maintained in 
this city only until midnight, such a 
thing as an all-night sign to comply 
with the law is manifestly an imposi- 
bility.. Druggists, bath-house keepers 
and others who do an all-night busi- 
ness, and probably find their after- 
midnight bysiness more brtsk than be- 
fore that’ hour because cf lack of 
competition, sought a way to observe 
the spirit of the ordinance and keep 
their signs, and thought they had 
found it when they fitted them up 
with incandescent lights. But the 
lights seem to have attracted the 
vigilant police, and nearly every man 
owning an all-night incandescent-l ght 
sign has had to destroy it, and in some 
cases has been made to pay a fine be- 
sides, while men all around him main- 
tain signs, with or without lights, and 
are unmolested. 

And another aueer thing about it is 
that, so far as known, all the sufferers 
on account of the sidewalk ordinance 
who have had to take their incandes- 
cent-light signs down, are subecribers 
of the West Side Lighting Company. 

Godfrey & Moore, the well-known 
druggists, had to take their incandes- 
cent-light sign down. ‘We do an all- 
night business,”’ said Mr. Moore yester- 
day, “and we would gladly have put 
up an arc-light sign if we could have 
got one, but there ate no all-night arc 
lights in Los Angeles forthe use of Lusi- 
ness men, 
cost us $75.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The hearing 
given by the Interstate Commerce Come 
mission to the representatives of the 
railroads which have petitioned for an 
extension of time in which to comply 
with the new coupler law, passed in 
1893, was resumed tcday. 
Brown, genera! solicitor of the Chicago 
and Alton Railroad replied at soms 


length to the protest made by Mr. Gom-

pers yesterday against any extension to 
ro2ds which had made no effort to 
comply with the law. He spoke, he 
said. for the stockholders of the rail- 
roads who were as much entitled to 
receive their dividends as th? laborers 
who were working for the companies. 

On behalf of 290 of the employés of 
his road. Mr. Brown presented to the 
commission a petition for a reasonable 
extension. It was a practical and phys- 
ical impossibility, he said, to comply 
with the law. To grant a reasonable 
extension would bring every road, es- 
pecially trunk lines, into active sym- 
pathy with the law, so to refuse would 
be to punish those who had complied.

A Failure in Tobacco, 


HILE encouraging reports have 
been published in The Times of 
late, in regard to the growth and 
manufacture of tobacco at Downey and 
San Diego, a report comes from San 


Luis Obispo county that an experiment 


in tobacco culture up there has re- 
sulted in failure. The person who un- 
dertook the tobacco enterprise in that 
county is Dr. Breck, to whose enter- 
prise the San Luis Obispo Breeze refers 
as follows. That paper is, however, 
certainly premature in drawing the 
conclusion that other experiments in 
this direction in Southern California 
‘must necessarily also prove failures. 
As The Times has shown, the results 


of experiments at Downey and San 


Diego have so far been quite encour- 
aging: 

“Dr. Breck has demonstrated, to his 
own satisfaction at least, that tobacco 
eannot be successfully cultivated in 
this country. 
tertained by the tobacco experts of San 
Francisco, who maintain that market- 
able tobacco cannot be grown in South- 
ern California, and that if it be grown 
at all in this State it will be in the 
northern counties. 

“Prof. Hilgard of the State Univer- 
sity has become greatly interested in 
Dr. Breck’s efforts, and will attempt, 
by analysis of soils and plants, to 
demonstrate scientifically the cause of 
the failure—the lack of elements: in 
the plant essential to make it a com- 
mercial product. 

“The utter failure of the extensive, 
experiments must prove a great disap- 
pointment to Dr. Breck, who has 
spared neither time nor money in 
the enterprise. Former experiments 
in a small way had led him to believe 
that the soil and climate of San Luis 
Obisro were adapted to the cultivation 
of tobacco. Last. season he determined 
to experiment upon a scale that would 
demonstrate the correctness of his 
theories. He prepared his soil with 
ereat care, and procured seed that 
were unquestionably of the best. In 
the cultivation of the growing crop he 
gave his individual attention—guided 
Ly his own experience and the experi- 
enee of some of the most successful 
planters in the United States, and the 
whele world, for that matter, for his 
inguirfes were not confirmed 
country. In every thing cognected with 
ihe experiment, nothing was. omitted 
that money could procure or intelli- 
rent experience suggest, 


“However, Dr. Breck 1s not aes- 
pondent or cast down by his ill-suc- 
ecss, nor does he regret the expendl-. 
ture of time or money. The demone- 


. Stration was well worth the effort. He 


has proven himself a public benefactor 
by showing his many friends and 
neighbors, who are likewise deeply in- 
térested in his labors, what cannot be 
done in this country. in the cultiva- 
tion of tobacco. 

“The result of Dr. Breck’s efforts will 
probably be the experience of all ex- 
perimentors in tobacco growtng any- 
where along the Southern California 
Coast.”

Olive Oil and Adulterations, 


R EFERENCE was made last week 
\. in The Times to the paper read 
by Ellwood Ceoper of Santa Bar- 
bara, at the State Fruit-Growers’ 
Convention at Sacramento, in which he 
took very strong ground against the 
use of cotton-seed oil, claiming that 


it is a dangerous article of dict. Other . 


speakers did not agree with Mr. 
~ooper in this respect. In view of the 
great importance of the olive industry 
in California, the question is one that 
should be thoroughly investigated, so 
that a decision may be arrived at. 
We will proceed to notice, somewhat 
more in detail, Mr. Cooper’s essay. 

In regard to the present and pros- 
dective product of oftves in -Califor- 
‘Na, Mr. Cooper made the following 
éstimate: 

“The published estimate of th 

e num- 
bet of olive trees now growing, is 
2,500,000. The number or pounds that 
a well-grown tree will preduce under 
favorable conditions is 250. For the 
purposes of this article we will 
sume that the trees wiil bear only in 
alternate years: we will allow also 
for deficiences from various causes 20 
per cent.; we will then have 250.000.000 
pounds. Allow one-half of this prod- 
uct to be picked and dried. which 
would amount to 400.000 barrels of fifty 
gallons each—6000 carloaa@s. The other 
to be made into oil wowed give 1,000.- 
m0 cases of twelve bottles each—20°0 
carloads. According to correspond- 
ence which T have in my possess‘on 
there will be a large additional] plant- 
Ing this coming season. This condi-. 
tion of the industry should be ecare- 
fully considered by those who haye 
orchards, and especialiv so by those 
who intend planting. No such quan- 
titv can be sold under present condi- 
tions.”’ 

We believe that Mr. Cooper over- 
estimates the proportion of the olive 
erop which, it will be necessary to 
convert into oll. From present indi- 
cations, it appears that the taste for 
ripe pickled olives is growing so rap- 
idly that it will need\the entire prod- 
uct of California olive orchards to sup- 
ply the demand for some years to 
come. There is, however, a draw- 
back to the increasing consumption 
of pickeld clives at present in the 
faulty manner cf putting up a large 
broportion of them, which Mr. 
Cooper refers as follows: 


“The greatest drawback to the sale: 


of olive oil is the adulterations and 
g@ubstitutions put om the market with 
fraudulent labels and fraudulent state- 
ments, the purpose being to deceive 
the consumers for larger margins of 
sain.

‘says it is, the sooner we know it th 


growers will take the care and do ft 
properly, there will ses: be a market 
for a very large quantity. To give 
an idea of the discouragement on the 
part of the dealers to keep a supply 
on hand, I will state that a Chicago 
purchaser of the past crop dumped out 
fifteen barrels &s worthless—a loss of 
about $500. This firm will not likely 
buy any great quantity ror some time 
to come. It is more than probable 
that many spoiled ‘ruits were scld. 
The consumers, after two or three 
trials, would become discouraged, so 
that by this careless cur:ng and ship- 
ping of the same, our greatest op- 
portunity would be defeated.” 

Improvements are, however, being 
rapidly made in this direction. Sev- 
eral firms of olive paceers are in the 
field in. Southern Caiifornia this year, 
buying the olives on the tree, and 
putting them up in a businesslike 
manner. 

After referring to the unquestioned 
fact that olive oil is a mest valuable 
food and medicine, and has been so 
recognized from the earliest days of 
which we have any record, having 
been extensively used by the ancients, 
both internally and externally, Mr. 
Cooper goes on to attack the use of 
cotton-seed cil, which ts largely used 
as a substitute by those who are un- 
able to affcrd olive oi] at the pres- 
ent price. He says: 7 

“Tt is a dangerous food, and should 
not be taken into the stomach. isa 
drying oil, gumming and indigéstible. 
A portion of it will not digest. It will 
not burn. To throw it out of the sys- 
tem is a great tax. It tends to all sorts 
of kidney troubles, apoplexy and heart 
failure. A celebrated English physician 
has tabulated a statement showing the 
enormous per cent. of increase in these 
troubles in the past twenty years. It 
is time for the people to give more at- 
tention to what they eat. To return 
to cotton-seed oil as a substitute for 
olive oil, I will give you a few experi- 
ments that any one can make and be 
satisfied of the truth of the statements 
I‘have made. Olive oil is a non-drying 
oil and the best of all lubricants. Cot- 
ton-seed oil is a non-drying oil, 
and cannot be used as a lubricant. 
If a facory of many journals was to be. 
greased with it, and after running a 
little while to stoy, Irving M. Scott of 
the Union Iron Works could not make 
an engine powerful enough to start it.’ 
The oily part would evaporate, leaving 
the gum, which would seal every jour- 
nal. Oil your ffoors with olive oil; it 
takes very little and.leaves a beautiful 
polish. Try cotton-seed oil; the oily 
part evaporates and leaves the gum, 
which is like pitch, so that you cannot 
walk over it. You will be obliged to 
buy either alcohol or spirits of turpen- 
tine to cut it so that you can wash it 
off. A great deal is said about odors. 
Let any lady visit her kitchen when 
meat; potatoes or fish are being fried 
with the cotton-seed oil, and get the 
fumes, and she will not want to eat the 
food. Pour the olive oil on a hot stove 
plate, the fumes will have the pleasant 
odor of the olive, while the fumes of 
the cotton-seed oil are exceedingly 
nasty. Cottolene and hogs’ lard, as put 
up by any of the large pork-packing 
establishments of the. West, will have 
the same offensive odor; all of it is 
adulterated with cotton-seed oil. To 
satisfy your minds on this point, buy 
some lard of a farmer in your section, 
that you may know the difference. Cot- 
ton-seed oil dates back not more than 
forty-five years. It has never been 
tested as a food. It has been intro- 
duced solely by the ingenuity of scoun- 
drels, who conceived the idea of adul- 
terating and substituting it for olive 
oil, and cheating consumers, so as tc 
make large profits by this fraudulent 
business.” 

As we have already said, this is ar | 
important question, and it should bt 
settled. If cotton-seed oi] is really th 
unwholesome thing that Mr. Coop: 


better, not only for the benefit of th: 
olive-oil men, but of the general public 

At the same time the fact must no’ 
be lost sight of that, if olive oil is th: 
only wholesome vegetable oil whic} 
Providence has given to the humar 
race, then it is a fact that a majority 
of Americans will have to do withou' 
vegetable oil altogether, or, at least, tc 
use it very sparingly, as long as il i: 
sold at present prices. It would be ut 
terly out of the question for an Amer- 
ican family of moderate means to usc 
Olive oil freely, as it is used in-Europé, 
at the prices now prevailing for thr 
product. To the average citizen it 
could certainly appear that such oil as 
is manufactured from sunflower seed, 
peanuts or a score of other plants— 
even from cotton-seed oijil—while in- 
ferior to olive oil, should be more whole- 
some than that made from the fat o> 
an animal which is a coarse teeder, 
and, as frequently raised in this coun- 
try on slaughter-house refuse, is often 
more or less diseased when killed. 

The Times has always. been an et- 
thusiastic advocate of the olive indus- 
try in Southern California, and still be- 
lieves that the industry will, before 
many years, equal in importance’ the 
citrus-fruit industry. We do not, how- 
ever, believe that the olive. men will 
aid their cause by misrepresenting 
facts, or making to themselves illusions. 
There is room for the consumption of 
plenty of olive oil by those who can 
afford to pay the price. and there is 
room for cheaper vegetable oils, for 
those who cannot afford the price. The 
law as to selling such products under 
the proper brand should, however. he 
rigidly enforced, so that people may 
know what they are buying. 

Meantime, we repeat, that with im- 
provements in putting up pickled olives 
so that they shall be of even grade and 
keep well, it should be Lossible to so 
extend the merket for this product 
that ther® will be no over-production

Rotating Beet Crops, 

N commenting upon the not alto- 

gether saiisfactory results of the 

last sugar-beet crop at Chino, The 
Times suggested that it would ie fcund | 
necessary to rotate the crops, where 
sugar beets are grown, as is done in 
European countries.

‘ HE Alligator pear is a fruit which 
has been grown in some of the more

Murrieta, who lives on College street, 
has been experimenting with this fruit. 
He has a tree in full bearing which 
produced this season about three hun- 
dred pears. The tree is 6 years old, 
and was grown from seed which came 
from Mexico. The Hawaiian variety 
is said to be of better quality and com- 
mands a ready sale in San Francisco.

“by I. A. Hoag of Redlands he esti- 
mated the number of orange trees in 
the State to be about 8,000,000, and of 
lemon trees 1,500,000. He thought thai 


the receipts from the oranges this sea- 
son should amount to $6,300,000, and 
for lemons, $675,000. a total of $6,975,- 
000, the shipments going from the 
seven ‘southern counties and from Tu- 
lare, ~‘vesno, Sacramento, Placer, Butte 
and Tehama. 


ASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—What a 
hospital is to the human race, so 
is the division of vegetable physi- 
clogy and pathology, of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, to the plant king- 
dom of the universe. Here it is that 
the plant life of the world is studied 
and experimented with, in order to as- 
certain the causes and cures of dis- 
easesfpeculiar to them; just as the hu-- 
man body is experimented upon by the 
students of medicine in the study of 
the disease of man. : 
“This division is probably the largest 
organization cf its kind in the world 
devoted exclusively to the study of 
physiology of plants and other condi- 
tions. of plant life,” says Albert F. 
Wood of that division. ‘We have the 
main laboratory connected with our 
work locate€ in Washington, but we 
have special laboratories in Santa Ana, 
Cal., to study the diseases of plants on 
the Pacific Coast States, which are dif- 
ferent in many respects from the con- 
ditions of plants in any other part of 
the country, owing to the peculiar cli- 
matic conditions of that region. We 
have one of our experts located there 
constantly, and he spends his entire 
time in studying the probabilities of 
that~ section. 
“We have another laboratory, or 
rather one of our men ‘stationed at 
present at Lincoln, Neb., at the State 
University, studying the diseases and 
culture of the small grains, such as 
Wheat, oats, rye, ete. This man is 
sent to Lincoln, because it is centrally 
located for the great region in which 
these plants are most extensively cul- 
tivated. 7 
“For the past six years or more we 
have had two of our assistants located 
at Eustis, Fla., where they have been 
giving special attention to the study 
of the cultivation, and the. diseases of 
the citrus fruits; the orange, lemon, 
lime, pineapple and other sub-tropical 
and tropical fruits. 
“It has been the aim of the men sta- 
ioned at these places to study not only 
he diseases and. cultivation of the 
ruits of the respective regions in 
vhich they are “located, but also to 
‘tudy with care the conditions and the 
lemands of the regions, and the pos- 
‘ibility of thé introduction of any new 
fruits, and to the breéding of varieties 
suited to the conditions. For example, 
in California, the division has been 
studying the various varieties of grapes 
and has been breeding varieties that 
are strong enough to resist the diseases 
which are common on the Pacific Coast. 
The California’ vine disease is found 
nowhere else in the country, and also 


““In Florida-the division has been 
breeding new varieties of orange and 
lemon, with special reference to increas- 
‘ng not only the high quality of the 
fruit. but in getting trees which will be 
resistant to rot, blight and other dis- 
eases. The same thing is being done 
with the pineapple, and in our green- 
houses in the department grounds here 
we have several patches_ of. pineapple 
seeclings which we are raising, and 
which will be distributed next year. 
This is the first experiment on a large 
scale that has ever been tried, and it 
has every indication of success. We 
hope to obtain from these plants some 
high-grade varieties of pineapple, which 
will. be especially suited to the sub- 
tropical portions cf our country,-and 
which will be resistant to some of the 
worst diseases affecting that crop. 

“The abeve are simply samples of the 
line cf work which the division of veg- 
etable physiology and pathology 1s 
taking up. Plant breeding is being 
carried on with special efforts to obtain 
a high grade commercially; that is, 
plants especially suited to various cli- 
matic soils and other conditions of the 
diffzrent sections of the country. 

“These various lines of work, of 
course, demand especial physiclogical 
studies in many instances, just as the 
doctor has to study the physiology of 
nian to determine a disease in the hu- 
man body,’ and these are being car- 
ried on as far as time and the force of 
the division permits. 

“Another line of work of this di- 
vision which is of. great interest to 
those engaged in the more extensive 
line of horticultural work, such as 
floriculture, is the forcing of vegetation 
under grass. We have in our green- 
that are 
Giseased and others that are per- 
fectly healthy, and thus we can study 
the differences in the two. In this 
manner underlying facts have been de- 
termined which should make it pos- 
sible for the progressive grower to 
evoid many of his worst enemies, and 
thus make‘his industry profitable, both 
to himself and to the consumer. 

“Truck farming, which is carried on 
in a very extensive manner on the At- 
lantic coast, is also receiving the at- 
tention ef this division, and the dis- 
eases of the varous truck crops, such 
as watermelons, muskmelons, cucum- 


bers, tomatoes, cabbages, etec., have 
been studied during the past few} 
years.

The depart-| 
ment has determined that the diseases ! 
have their main origin in the manner:

Bermuda, and for this reason the’ 
health of the lilyxean only be con- 
trolled by ¢areful aitention to the cul- | 
ture and the care of the bulbs. As! 
seen as a suitable place can be found | 


will be made -to introduce their culture 
in the United States and in this way 
it is hoped that the diseases of the 
lily will be overcome and exterminated. 

“The division is in close touch with 
horticulturalists and farmers through- 
out the country, and by means of cor- 
respondence is not only able to give 


them interesting data in regard to the 


discates of many of their crops, but 
also facts in regard to the methods 
of culture euited to the growing of 
plants able to resist the attacks of dis- 
ease, thus enabling them to plant the 
best varieties of products and making 
their crops more valuable.” 

Prof. M. B. Waite, an assistant of 
the division of vegetable physiology 
and pathology, who is at the present 
time engaged in the investigation and 
study of the various diseases of the 
fruit trees of this country, in con- 
versation today, had the following to 
say of that division: 

“We have an elaborate orchard ex- 
periment station out in Maryland, only 
a few miles from Washington, where 
we are endeavoring to find out just 
what fertilizers, and what ingredients 
in the fertilizers, are best adapted to 
the production of healthful pear trees. 
These experiments were carried on not 
only with chemical fertilizers, but in- 
clude green manure, cr. mson clover and 
cow peas. They also include stable 


manuring and humus obtained from. 


leaf mould of weed trash. These ex- 
periments have now been carried on 
for a year, and it is planned to con- 
tinue. them for ten years longer, so 
that the trees will be grown and 
brought into -bearing under definite 
lines of treatment. 

“The greater portion of the most sori- 
ous diseases of the pear and peach 
trees, mainly through the efforts of 
this division within the last ten years, 
have been brought under control... That 
is to say, that some method of treat- 
ing the diseases either by spraying or 
cultural methods, or by pruning out 
the diseased parts, has been discov- 
ered. ‘We have some line of treatment 
that wan be applied at a reasonable 
éxpense for nearly all of these dis- 
eases,-and if anybody has the money on 
hand-he can grow these trees reason- 
ably free from: disease. 

“It should® be noted that the division 
of vegetable physiology and pathology 
for several years past has been making 
a large number-of experiments in the 
study of pear blight; the disease which 


is so destructive: to the pear, peach,, 


quince and other fruit trees. This dis- 
ease has been investigated by two 
previous investigators, but the blight’s 
life history was not worked out until 
recently by a member of this division. 
The remedy is a very simple one, and 
purely an old one; that is, in cutting 
out the diseased parts of the tree. But 
the successful application of the rem- 
edy, by cutting out the blights, de- 
pends on thoroughly understanding the 
method of procedure of the disease. 
The disease is a parasitic one, owing to 
the existence of a minute microbe 
which develops in. the bark and kills 
the tissues as far as it extends. The 
sources of contagion in the orchards, or 
the points from’ which the microbe 
starts in the spring and spreads from 


tfee to tree, were not fully understood. 


The germs were supposed to live in the 
sojl, or in marshes and in some way 
got started in the tree,’‘such as being 
blown by the wind. After careful in- 
vestigation, however, it was found that 
the disease holds over in certain 
branches of the trees where perfectly 
harmless cases of the blight appeared 
the fall before. Thus it appears that 
the harmless blight of the previous fall 


is the source of the infection for the |! 


following year. 

“The intelligent cutting out of these 
cases of old blight enables us to exter- 
minate the mi¢robe from the orchard, 
and the extermination. of the microbe 
nfust necessarily prevent the possibility 
of blight. The. disease is largely gov- 
erned by the condition of the soil ane 
moisture, and this may greatly influ. 
ence the spreading of the disease. Bu: 
no matter how favorable the conditions 
may be for the blight, if there are no 
microbes there can be no blight. Se 
this is another victory of science over 
ohe of the worst of al! plant diseases. 

“Another severe plant disease is 
peach yellows. The yellows of the 
peach have long been one of the great- 
est bugbears to peach-growers. This 
has been very carefully and very 
thoroughly investigated for severa) 
years, but is still an open ques- 
tion because the remedy for peach 
yellows has not yet.been found. How- 
ever, it is confidently believed that the 
mystery surrounding peach yellows 
will by degrees be worked out, and it 
may be given as one of the most im- 
portant lines of work of this division 
for the coming year. 

“Persons who like chrysanthemums 
will be interested to know that in the 
green houses of this division are the 
two largest plants of this variety in 
Washington, and very probably in the 
entire United States. The two plants 
in question are of the same size and 
color, being 5ft. in height and 8ft. 3in. 
across. The plants are both growing in 
twelve-inch pots, and were grown by 
the division for experiments. They are

THE SUGAR TRUST. It is reported 
that the Sugar Trust may soon fall to 
pieces. It is said that Havemeyer, who 
has been the head and front of the 
trust, is today only a ficurehead, re- 
taining only ten shares in the great 
corporation. It is further stated that 
the Standard Oi} Company has ob- 
tained control of the Sugar Trust. 

The shrewd business men wh) or- 
ganized this immense sugar company, 
wave begun to see that it will be im- 
possible for them to retain control of 
the sugar trade with American heet- 
sugar business coming to the front as 
it now is. Where any enterprising cap- 
italist with a million dollars, can start 
a sugar factory, and make a bid for a 
portion of the $100,000 900 now sent 
abroad to Europe, it will be hard work 
for any one concern to keep control 
of the business. 

GENERAL RUSINESS TOPICS. 

LONG-DISTANCE ELECTRICITY. 
There has be€n some question among 
electricians as to the _ possibility of 
transmitting power at a profit over lon=z 
distances. The question is ‘one of 


much importance to this section, in’ 
view of the enterprise that is now on. 


foot to bring electric power from Red- 
lands to Los Angeles, a distance of 
over seventy-seven miles. recent 
test of transmission of electricity has 
been made at the power-house of the 
Pioneer Electric Company at Ogden, 
Utah. concerning which the following 
letter from the chief engineer of the 
power transmission department of the 
General Electric Company explains 
itself: 


“I am sure you will be much inter- 
ested in the results of our tests of the 
Pioneer plant” We first connected up 
the Salt Lake ends of the two lines 


and stepped up and down with the 
transformers in the Ogden power- 


house. This gave us a transmission of 


73 miles of three No. 1 Wires, over 
which we carried 1000 horse power de- 
livered to resistance Vats at a potential 
of 28.000 volts on the lines and 23,000 
at the generators and resistances. 

“We got a loss, by careful measure- 
ments with Watt meters in both ends. 
of 10 per cent.. including the 4 per cent. 
lost in the transformers. There was 
no loss of voltage to speak of, the ca- 
pacity of the line (the perodicity is 
sixty cycles) being sufficient to com- 
pensate for potential drop. 

“We ran up to 326,000 volts at times, 
and there was not the slightest diffi- 
culty of any kind developed. We also 
ran the Salt Lake plant (thirty-six and 
one-half miles) to 24,000 volts, supply- 
ing about five hundred horse power of 


synchronous motors for a couple of 


days, during which there was the 
worst possible weather. rain, fog and 
enow alternating, with no trouble 
whatever. Tnere was also severe then 
der and lightning all of one night, aid 
the lightning arresters discharged re- 


peatedly without causing even a flicker 


in the lighting circuit.”

Several hundred tons of extra-quality 
dried fruits were shipped out of this vailey 
this fall.

Honey men. who have had two unfortunate 
scasons on account of forest fires, are hopr- 
fully looking forward to plenty of ‘‘bee fred’’ 
this fall, as the early rains have already 
started vegetation on the hills and in all the 
favorite haunts of the honey bee. 

Our citrus belt, lying along the eastern 
foothills, five miles east of San Jacinto, at 
the town known as Florida, and also bearing 
the postoffice name of Valle Vista,’ will yield 
a splendid crep of oranges this year. They 
are already ripening, and are of a superio: 
quality. 

The Native Lumber Company last week 
sold from their mills in the San Jacinto 
Mountains, twenty-eight miles distant, a con- 
signment of orange boxes to Riverside grow- 
ers which will bring the company $2000.

WILL WALNUTS KEEP? 


H. K. Snow of Tustin, who last spring was 
an active worker at Washington for a highir 
protective import duty on foreign fruit in the 
Dingley Bill relates to a correspondent of 
The Times the following experience: 

Twelve years ago he gathered his Arst crop 
from the walnuts on his Tustin raneh. He 
put. some in a box, in order to test how th y 
would keep. He intrusted the box to the 
care of the then.Mrs. Snow. She died soon 
afterward, and Mr. Snow fcrgot ail about 
the nuts. Four years ago the box with the 
nuts was discovered by the prescnt Mrs. Snow 
in a closet, where the air is very dry, drier 
than in an ordinary warehouse. Before Mr. 
Snow was apprized of the fact the children 
ate most of the nuts. Mr. Snow cracked a 
few of what were left, and could discover no 
difference between them and fresh ones. He 

still-has some, and today cracked one, find- 
ing it only a trifle dryer than a fresh nut, 
and not rancid cat all. The nuts were soft 
shells, and had not been sulphured. This 
seems to show that, provided the nuts are 
not sulphured, and are kept in a very dry 
place, they will keep well preserved for at 
least twelve years, even witheut cold storage. 
Mr. Snow also showed a soft-shell walunt 
imported from Grenoble, France, the reg on 
whence the seed of the California sofishel!s 
was imported. Mr. Snow calls it a fair speci- 
men. It is, however, as to size and plump- 

ss, inferior to the average California soft 
shell, which goes to show that the Caliiornia 
article is superior to the imported article. The 
nut had not been sulphured, but had ben 
dipped in adilutcd acid which has given to the 
shell a bright yellow ochre color.
